In 1973, the novel North Dallas Forty was published. Written by 
the late Peter Gent, who played for the Dallas Cowboys, it chron¬ 
icled the rampant use of opioids in the National Football League 
and the fearsome physical punishment that players undergo on a 
daily basis. It also detailed the NFL’s pressure-cooker atmosphere, 
which often leads to self-destructive behavior on the part of play¬ 
ers. Needless to say, the book was not well received by the league. 

North Dallas Forty may have been released over four decades 
ago, but professional football’s playing fields remain extremely 
dangerous. Pharmaceutical use is epidemic, and the severity of 
injuries has only increased. Why? The players are bigger and faster 
now. When speed, strength and power combine, the collision of 
bodies is often catastrophic. 

As a fan, I’ve watched with disgust over the years as the NFL 
punished players for their cannabis use. Pills and booze, which are 
undeniably harmful, are okay, but players earn long suspensions 
and hefty fines for using cannabis—penalties that far outdistance 
the legal sanctions imposed by courts. Former running back Ricky

season and will have to serve a four-game suspension before he 
will be allowed to play in 2016... just for smoking a joint. 

Several came forward to con¬ 
tribute to this issue, offering ringing endorsements of cannabis 
for both current and retired players. They know the truth about 
the plant’s benefits and want the NFL to take the lead in ensuring 
the long-term health of its players. I was honored to talk to these 
thoughtful, intelligent men, and I’m hopeful that the NFL will seri¬ 
ously consider their ideas.

Some modern 
hybrids exhibit symptoms of her¬ 
maphroditism as they approach 
harvest, but luckily for most grow¬ 
ers, the males appear so late in the 
flowering period that they can’t do 
any damage by seeding the crop. 
Consumers rarely notice the tiny, 
immature male flowers. 


However, dosing later in the day seems 
less straightforward. I would appreci¬ 
ate any advice on how best to manage 
my edibles and food intake so that I can 
receive the maximum impact from the 
medication. Once I start eating food, 
it seems that eating additional edibles 
throughout the day doesn’t have much 
impact.

Edibles editor Elise McDonough responds: 

For those ganja-tarians looking to maximize 
the effects of their edibles, consuming them 
on an empty stomach will definitely make the 
experience more intense. If you’re consuming 
CBD, however, it will help you maintain a mellow, 
balanced high, and your edibles and smoking 
sessions will have less of a noticeable impact. 
When choosing a diet complementary with can¬ 
nabis, include high-quality, nutritious fats such 
as coconut oil and olive oil, along with plenty of 
vegetables, leafy greens and high-fiber foods to 
help your body digest efficiently. Avoid too much 
sugar, caffeine or alcohol, which will muddy the 
effects of your marijuana high. Remember, if 
you’re consuming cannabis regularly, you will 
build a tolerance, so you’ll need to increase your 
THC dose incrementally day by day.

High and Healthy 

Long-term cannabis use is not associated with 
increased health risks. By Paul Armentano 


Smoking pot isn’t going to increase your 
risk of a heart attack, but it just might 
slim your waistline. Those are the find¬ 
ings of newly released longitudinal data 
published in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association (JAMA). 


An international team of researchers 
from the United States and New Zealand 
studied the relationship between persis¬ 
tent cannabis use after the age of 18 and 
generalized health at age 38 in a group 
of 1,037 individuals. In particular, the 


researchers assessed whether 
long-term cannabis use nega¬ 
tively impacted the following 
areas: periodontal health, lung 
function, systemic inflamma¬ 
tion, metabolic syndrome, 
waist circumference, high- 
density lipoprotein choles¬ 
terol, triglyceride levels, blood 
pressure, glycated hemoglobin 
levels, body-mass index and 
self-reported overall health. 

Their verdict: “In general, 
our findings showed that can¬ 
nabis use over 20 years was 
unrelated to health problems in 
early mid-life.” 

Specifically, the research¬ 
ers found that long-term 
cannabis use was associated 
with a decline in only one 
area—periodontal health. By 
contrast, the report’s authors 
acknowledged that those 
with a history of marijuana 
use possessed “slightly better 
metabolic health” (smaller waist 
circumference, lower body- 
mass index, better lipid profiles 
and improved glucose control) 
compared with subjects who 
didn’t smoke pot. The research¬ 
es found no adverse association 
between marijuana smoking 
|,nd pulmonary health (such as 
Increased risk of airway obstruc- 
|ions), nor did they discover any 
link between cannabis consump¬ 
tion and cardiovascular risks (such as 
high blood pressure). 

While the findings may come as a 
surprise to some, the results are con¬ 
sistent with prior studies assessing 
the effects of long-term cannabis use 
on health. For instance, a 2012 JAMA 
study by researchers at the University of 
California, San Francisco, reported that 
the inhalation of cannabis smoke over a 
period of two decades was not associated 
with the types of lung damage commonly 
associated with tobacco smoking. Emory 
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Subjects who consume cannabis are 50 percent 
less likely than abstainers to suffer from 
cardiovascular risk factors such as high blood 
pressure, high blood sugar, and unhealthy 
levels of cholesterol or abdominal fat. 


« University researchers reached a 
similar conclusion in 2015: Writing in the 
Annals of the American Thoracic Society , 
they found that cannabis exposure was 
not associated with a decline in FEV1 
(forced expiratory volume) or delete¬ 
rious changes in spirometric values, 
concluding: “The pattern of marijuana’s 
effects seems to be distinctly different 
when compared to that of tobacco use.” 
Numerous studies have also previously 
affirmed a link between pot use and bet¬ 
ter metabolic health. Data published last 
year in The American Journal of Public 
Health found that subjects who consume 
cannabis are 50 percent less likely than 
abstainers to suffer from cardiovascular 
risk factors such as high blood pressure, 
high blood sugar, and unhealthy levels 
of cholesterol or abdominal fat. A 2011 
analysis of cannabis use and obesity in a 
nationally representative sample of more 
than 43,000 Americans reported that 
those who smoked pot “are actually less 
likely to be obese than nonusers in the 
general population.” 

Previous studies have reported that 
direct and even indirect exposure to com- 
bustive smoke, particularly from tobacco, 
can be a risk factor for gum disease. Con¬ 
sequently, mitigating such exposures—for 


example, through the use of non-smoked 
forms of cannabis, or by eliminating the 
habit of mixing tobacco with cannabis— 
would arguably reduce the likelihood of 
this negative association. 

The JAMA paper is one of a number of 
recently published longitudinal studies 
assessing the long-term health implica¬ 
tions of cannabis use. A 2015 evaluation 
by researchers from Rutgers University 
and the Pittsburgh School of Medicine 
reported that subjects who began smok¬ 
ing pot in late adolescence were no 
more likely than non-users to experi¬ 
ence mental-health problems, such as 
an increased incidence of depression or 
anxiety, by midlife. 

Separate longitudinal data published 
this year in the Proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sciences reported 
that the cumulative use of cannabis by 
adolescents had no adverse effect on 
intelligence. The authors concluded: “In 


the largest longitudinal examination of 
marijuana use and IQ change... we find 
little evidence to suggest that adolescent 
marijuana use has a direct effect on 
intellectual decline... The lack of a dose- 
response relationship, and an absence of 
meaningful differences between discor¬ 
dant siblings, lead us to conclude that 
the deficits observed in marijuana users 
[in previous studies] are attributable to 
confounding factors that influence both 
substance initiation and IQ rather than a 
neurotoxic effect of marijuana.” 

The latest study, “Associations between 
cannabis use and physical health prob¬ 
lems in early mid-life: A longitudinal 
comparison of persistent cannabis versus 
tobacco users,” appears in the June 1 
edition of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. ^

The Cost of Prohibition 

How the pot ban wreaks havoc on the US economy. By Mark Miller 



Fewer Jobs 

In states where medical or 
recreational cannabis has 
been legalized, employ¬ 
ment has increased. Retail 
sales in Colorado alone 
have created more than 
10,000 jobs in three 
years—jobs previously 
unavailable under 
prohibition. Also, pot 
busts prevent otherwise 
capable employees 
from finding work due to 
imprisonment or arrest 
records. 


Loss of Markets 

The United States is getting 
trounced in the global mar¬ 
kets. America already trails 
Canada, Europe and China 
when it comes to hemp 
production-even India 
is set to become a major 
player. Meanwhile, the US 
is in danger of becoming 
No. 3 in North America 
when it comes to reefer 
reform, as both Canada 
and Mexico stand poised to 
legalize recreational ganja 
nationwide. 


Poorer Health 

Marijuana’s health benefits 
have long been ignored 
because the Feds prohibit its 
study. Example: the medical 
journal Obesity linked can¬ 
nabis use to reduced body- 
mass index and fat mass, 
while a 2010 Brookings 
Institution study estimated 
the total cost of American 
obesity at a belt-busting 
$215 billion per year. Obvi¬ 
ously, a less healthy society 
is also one that’s less produc¬ 
tive economically. 


Lost Tax Revenue 

Taxpayer dollars spent on 
arresting, prosecuting and 
imprisoning nonviolent 
marijuana offenders are 
completely wasted, even as 
prohibition costs govern¬ 
ments the revenue that 
could come from taxing legal 
marijuana sales. A 2007 Mari¬ 
juana Policy Almanac study 
found that these two factors 
ripped off American taxpay¬ 
ers for $42 billion annually, an 
amount that’s surely risen in 
the past decade. 



Urban Blight 

Many municipalities have 
been brainwashed into 
opposing cannabusinesses. 
Neighborhood groups on 
the economically depressed 
South Side of Chicago were 
so opposed to medical pot 
that it took until May 2016 
for a dispensary to open. 
Data show that marijuana 
businesses improve areas 
of blight. Downtown ware¬ 
houses, once neglected and 
empty, now host large-scale 
grows, generating revenue. 
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Uruguay Pharmacies 
Pass on Pot 

Uruguay made history in 2013 when 
it became the first country to legalize 
recreational cannabis nationwide. 
While the law allows Uruguayans with 
a license to grow marijuana, officials 
chose pharmacies as the primary dis¬ 
tributors for legal weed. Pharmacies 
can sell up to 40 grams of cannabis 
per month to registered citizens— 
however, of the 1,200 pharmacies in 
Uruguay, only 50 have so far applied 
to take part in the retail-pot program. 

Uruguayan officials had hoped 
that legalizing and regulating mari¬ 
juana would combat the crime and 
violence caused by drug trafficking 
in the South American nation. Unfor¬ 
tunately, that’s also what’s keeping 
many pharmacies from selling pot, 
as potential retailers fear retaliation 
from local black-market dealers. 

There have also been moral objec¬ 
tions, with some pharmacists report¬ 
ing that their regular customers don’t 
want them selling weed. For many of 
these businesses, the potential risks 
outweigh the benefits—particularly 
in areas with heavy tourism, since 
Uruguay’s law allows pot to be sold 
only to properly registered citizens of 
the country over the age of 18. 


Faked Alaska 

An Alaska lawmaker opposed to 
the commercial sale of pot recently 
slipped a punitive provision into 
a seemingly mundane bill. The 
measure, which was signed into law 
by Governor Bill Walker, imposes 
new criminal-background checks on 
anyone applying for a license to run 
a legal cannabusiness in the state. 

The measure allows state 
regulators to send an applicant’s 
fingerprints to the Alaska Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety and the FBI 
for a national background check. 
After earlier attempts to legislate 
such checks for pot retailers failed, 
Republican State Senator Peter Mic- 
ciche snuck the regulation into a bill 
that appeared to be about booze. 

Previously, applicants signed 
sworn affidavits stating that they 
hadn’t been convicted of a crime. 

If the new checks reveal a criminal 
arrest—including, presumably, for 
now-legal cannabis—their licenses 
will be immediately suspended. 




Cop Crashes Pokemon Go Meet-Up 

A random encounter between three Pokemon Go players had a 
clueless cop thinking he’d stumbled onto a nocturnal narcotics 
deal—but the officer soon joined in on the trend. 

Pokemon Go, the augmented-reality game sensation, allows 
players to view virtual characters layered in the physical world 
through a smartphone’s camera. 

Reddit user Slothof Doom, who describes himself as a forty¬ 
something white guy, explained the bizarre run-in on the site. 
Apparently, after having trouble sleeping, he decided to play 
Pokemon Go at a local park at 3 a.m. and encountered two black 
men in their 20s. The guys informed him that there was an Onyx 
character at a blue truck nearby; after capturing it successfully, 
the three men started chatting. 

When a wary cop came on the scene, the trio had to convince 
him they were playing the most popular game in the world-not 
taking part in a drug deal. Sufficiently persuaded, the officer 
downloaded the game on the spot and pressed the players for 
tips on getting started. 


K2 Zombies 
in Brooklyn 

A bizarre incident involving 
synthetic marijuana briefly 
turned a Brooklyn neighbor¬ 
hood into a scene straight out 
of a horror movie. According 
to reports, 33 people were 
hospitalized after allegedly 
consuming a tainted batch 
of K2, the popular brand of 
synthetic pot. 

Bedford-Stuyvesant residents began calling police after witnessing what 
appeared to be a mass overdose, with people scattered along the sidewalk 
lying down and shaking violently. One witness dubbed the surreal scene 
“zombieland.” The K2 victims were taken to the hospital with non-life-threat- 
ening injuries. 

Over a three-day span in July, New York City experienced a surge in 
synthetic-pot overdoses, with 130 people being treated in hospitals for bad 
reactions to the fake weed. The alarming increase in ODs led the city’s health 
department to issue a statement warning New Yorkers “that K2 is extremely 
dangerous.” The NYPD raided five Brooklyn shops suspected of selling 
synthetic marijuana but came up empty-handed, discovering only minor 
cigarette-sales infractions.

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Cops Pay Up for Soap, 
Cocaine Mix-Up 

A New York man wrongfully jailed 
for 29 days has won a $195,000 
settlement from the Pennsylvania 
State Police. Alexander Bernstein 
was busted by cops after a roadside 
drug test incorrectly identified bars 
of homemade soap as cocaine. Lab 
tests later revealed the mistake. 

In November 2013, Bernstein 
was traveling in a Mercedes-Benz 
when the driver was pulled over 
and police searched the vehicle. 
After discovering the soap, a 
chemical roadside test misidenti- 
fied the substance and Bernstein 
and the driver were charged with 
possession of cocaine. 

According to the lawsuit, Bern¬ 
stein lost his job, apartment and 
possessions as a result of the false 
positive test that landed him in 
jail. In addition to the settlement 
with the police, Bernstein also 
settled a federal lawsuit against 
the company that made the defec¬ 
tive drug test, Safariland LLC. 


Marijuana 
Is Medicine 

Another powerful argument for 
rescheduling cannabis under the fed¬ 
eral Controlled Substances Act came 
in the form of new research published 
in the journal Health Affairs, which 
revealed that US states with legal 
medical cannabis programs reported 
a significant decrease in Medicare 
prescriptions for pharmaceutical 
drugs treating chronic pain, anxiety 
and depression. 

The study considered prescriptions 
filled through Medicare Part D from 
2010 to 2013. The pharmaceuticals 
that cannabis replaced include highly 
addictive and dangerous opioids and 
volatile antidepressants. Researchers 
were able to link the drop in opioids 
and other medications to medical pot 
because there was no corresponding 
decline in prescriptions for drugs like 
blood thinners, for which cannabis is 
not a replacement. 

According to the report, medical 
pot resulted in a $165.2 million reduc¬ 
tion in Medicare spending nationwide 
in 2013. Researchers say that if legal 
cannabis had been available nation¬ 
wide, Medicare spending would have 
dropped by roughly $470 million.

Shakedown in Freetown 


A legendary outpost of the Danish counterculture was unceremo¬ 
niously shut down-albeit briefly-when Copenhagen police sys¬ 
tematically dismantled the open-air marijuana market in the city’s 
autonomous neighborhood of Freetown Christiania. 

The cops used sledgehammers and chainsaws to tear down 37 can¬ 
nabis stalls, while arresting 18 alleged pot vendors. The cops said they 
also seized five kilos of hash, four kilos of cannabis and over 1,000 
rolled joints. For their efforts, they were pelted with eggs and rocks by 
Freetown dwellers protesting the demolition of the cannabis kiosks. 

A police spokesperson claimed the show of force was necessary 
to create “a peaceful and safe Christiania for everyone.” However, 
it appears that law enforcement didn’t reckon with the resilience of 
Christiania Freetown, since reports indicate that the marijuana market 
quickly recovered, with ganja sales resuming on the quaintly named 
Pusher Street literally minutes after police departed the scene. 


Big Pharma’s Illegal Oxy Scandal 
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Shady pharmaceutical man¬ 
ufacturer Purdue Pharma 
appears to have been aware 
of illegal sales of its highly 
lucrative and addictive 
painkiller OxyContin, 
according to reporting 
by the Los Angeles Times. 

Despite having knowledge 
of the black-market sales, 

Purdue allegedly failed to 
notify the DEA, as required 
by federal law. 

According to the Times , Purdue was aware of a scam being run by the Cali¬ 
fornia clinic Lake Medical, which routinely recruited homeless people to receive 
prescriptions for Oxy. The homeless people were then driven to pharmacies 
where the prescriptions were filled, after which the pills were collected by Lake 
Medical employees and sold on the black market. This scam caused a 1,400 per¬ 
cent jump in prescriptions for 80 mg OxyContin through Lake Medical. Purdue 
failed to alert the DEA after becoming aware of the massive increase. 

Overall, it appears that Purdue was aware of the illicit distribution of more 
than one million OxyContin pills. The federal government has yet to charge the 
company with any wrongdoing. 
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Purdue Pharm 
knew about a 
black market pill 
scheme.

“Can I smoke weed right 
now?” Perched on a comfy 
couch in an apartment in 
Brooklyn’s Bushwick neigh¬ 
borhood, Nora Lum, a.k.a. 
Awkwafina, sparks up a joint 
of Tangerine Haze and settles 
back contentedly 

Lum’s been having a good 
year. When we meet up with 
her on a sunny afternoon 
in June, she’s appearing 
onscreen in theaters across 
the country in Neighbors 
2: Sorority Rising , and her 
video for “Green Tea,” a wry 
collaboration with Margaret 
Cho, has just dropped, rack¬ 
ing up 100,000-plus views 
almost overnight. Cho heralds 
Awkwafina as “the future” in 
the vid, which is a raucous, 
hilarious sendup of Asian 
stereotypes—and also features

plenty of weed smoking. 

“That piece that I have 
in the video was Margaret’s, 
and it was fucking bailer 
as fuck,” Lum marvels. “We 
were blazing the whole time, 
and she had a vape pen that 
had her name on it. And she 
was like, ‘This is going to be 
in the video.’ And I was like, 

‘Yeah , that’s going to be in the 
video—it’s awesome!”’ 

Born and raised in the New 
York City borough of Queens, 


Lum is a hometown girl—she 
even wrote a book about it. 
Billed as a guide to 10 walk¬ 
ing-tour adventures “you don’t 
need a trust fund to enjoy,” 
Awkwafina’s NYC was written 
as a response to the construc¬ 
tion of the Barclays Center— 
the controversial Jay-Z-backed 
stadium that divided Brook¬ 
lyn. “I was just mad at that,” 
she says. “I was angry about 
that in a very old-person way.” 
Gentrification and entitle¬ 
ment really piss Awkwafina 
off—something she makes 


clear in her sardonic hit “NYC 
Bitche$”: “New York City, 
bitch / That’s where I come 
from / Not where I moved to 
on Mom and Dad’s trust fund.” 

What does Lum think 
of the weed scene in New 
York? “Dude, I didn’t fucking 
know there was weed scenes 
anywhere ,” she laughs. “The 
weed scene in New York, for 
me, is me in my bedroom not 
wearing pants. This is what 
I do when I smoke: I put the 
whole tin of baked ziti that 
I just got delivered on an 
old shirt on my bed, and I’m 
eating, watching Border Secu¬ 
rity: Australia’s Front Line’.’ 

Speaking of security, she’s 
had her own bad experience 
with law enforcement over 
weed. “I got busted when I 
was 17, and it was fucking 
horrifying. The police showed 
up, and they brought two Chi¬ 
nese cops to arrest me and my 
Asian friend—they were the 
kind of cops that could speak 
in Chinese in case we went 
rogue, you know. We were 
like, ‘Dude, we’ve been talking 
to you in English this whole 
fucking time. You don’t need 
to bring Asian cops.’” 

As we blaze on, Lum 
drolly takes aim at the weed 
tourism in Colorado. “I went 
to a dispensary in Boulder, 
and they have a bodyguard 
that looks like he’s at a 
nightclub, but he’s just in 
a medical office—he has an 
earpiece that’s not connected 
to anything. We went in and 
there was this lone dude, and 
he was such an asshole. He’s 
used to seeing these weed 
tourists; he had a whole 
shtick. It was dumb.” But her 
tune changed when she got 
a stack of Cheeba Chews: 
“Dude, Cheeba Chews are lit 
as fuck\ It was the best edible 
time I’ve had, ever’.’ ^

Lum recalls, “When I was 18, a friend was like, I’m 
selling weed now.’ I bought a nug and smoked 
by myself. I was on eBaum's World, like: 'What's a 
trippy video I could watch?'

Breathing Deeply 

Cannabis and creation have always been better 
together for Florida’s newest musical sensation. 
The Hip Abduction. By Felicia D’Ambrosio 


“There was never a time that 
I played music that I didn’t 
also smoke weed,” says David 
New, the singer, guitarist 
and primary songwriter of 
The Hip Abduction. “When 
creating, you can overthink 
something, get stuck in a rut, 
get too focused on the theory 
and what should be done. If I 
smoke a little weed or really 
meditate, get in the zone any 
way, it opens up new doors 
musically.” 

THA bassist Chris Powers 
was in middle school, playing 
Nirvana and Black Flag in a 
basement, when a bandmate’s 
older sister kicked down a 
half-smoked joint. “Weed has 
always been connected with 
music and being creative,” 
Powers muses. 

The tropical indie-pop 
outfit evolved in 2010 from 
jam sessions in St. Petersburg, 
FL. The first two THA albums 
are sun-splashed roots reggae 
that radiate positivity and 


evoke the natural beauty 
of the band’s coastal home. 
You can practically smell the 
spliffs and salt air on tunes 
like “Children of the Sun” 

0 Send your love right out to 
sea / And ride that wave on 
back to me) from their self- 
titled 2013 album. 

New and Powers cite 
Paul Simon’s Graceland and 
Ladysmith Black Mambazo 
as music they first heard as 
kids and returned to as artists 
with a new appreciation. New 
was studying guitarists from 
all over Africa when he met 
fellow surfer and future band- 
mate Patrick Klemawesch, 
who introduced him to the 
Wassoulou pop music of Mali 
and the kora and kamale 
ngoni— stringed instruments 
that played a key role in the 
evolution of THA’s sound. 

“Our last record 
[Gold Under the Glow ] 
really started from the 
ngoni) says New. “You 


and just passed around to 
family. Anyone can pick it up 
and play.” 

As the band’s sound 
has advanced, using more 
technology, synths and in-ear 
monitoring onstage, their 
days of getting high for per¬ 
formances have waned. “We 
have a lot going on in a six- 
piece band,” says New, who 
considers cannabis essential 
for songwriting but a hazard 
to his own live performance.

■Tenders. There’s such a

■y mind a lot. Connecting 
with advocates has made 
it clear to us: If you put an 
18-year-old in prison for 20 
years for weed, what are they 
going to do with their lives 
after that? It seems like an 
easy thing to fix, and Florida 
is making steps in the right 
direction, toward decrimi¬ 
nalization. I hope our sunny 
state takes the direction of DC 
and Colorado.” 

Working hard to get their 
festival and club crowds mov¬ 
ing, The Hip Abduction cast 
a sparkling net of worldly 
dance pop, happy hooks, 
vibrant polyrhythms and dub 
basslines, catching and releas¬ 
ing the energy from audiences 
large and small alike. “The 
new album has brought new 
people to our music,” Powers 
says.

T here are traditional ways to find 
seed money for your cannabis 
enterprise, and then there’s the 
21st-century way: by appearing on a 
reality-TV show 

Taking a cue from ABC’s successful 
Shark Tank , filmmaker Wendy Robbins 
and Broadway producer Karen Pauli have 
created The Marijuana Show, an online 
series in which contestants pitch their 
companies and products to a panel of 
investors. 

“Use a booming voice,” Robbins 
instructed the hopefuls at a recent New 
York casting call. “If you want $1.5 mil¬ 
lion, I gotta remember you.” 

And lo, the voices did boom. But while 
a loud set of pipes can draw attention 
during the auditions, it takes prepara¬ 
tion, savvy and a compelling idea to land 
a spot on the show Once they get that 
far, contestants have a chance to score 
the real prize: big bucks to jumpstart 
their business. 

It turns out to be compelling viewing. 
The Marijuana Show’s creators bring a 
certain joie de vivre to the proceedings, 
which might otherwise get bogged down 
in the money-grubbing nuts and bolts of 


venture capitalism. 

Diverging somewhat from its Shark 
Tank inspiration, The Marijuana Show 
focuses more on the aspirants them¬ 
selves than on the money-bags patrons. 
Today’s audition includes Ian and Alex, 
two young ganjapreneurs from Brook¬ 
lyn. Their product, a vaporizer the size 
and shape of a credit card, is “perfect 
for New York, because it’s so discreet.” 

If chosen, they plan to ask the investors 
for “between $200,000 and $500,000.” 
These guys have a decent shot because 
they already have a patent, which is no 
small thing in the ganja biz. 

Shanel Lindsay, an attorney from 
Boston (who happened to help write 
the Massachusetts Marijuana Legaliza¬ 
tion Initiative, up for voter approval in 
November) touts her company’s precision 
decarboxylator, a handy item the size of a 
Big Gulp intended for patients who pre¬ 
pare their medication at home. (“You’re 
called back for sure!” Robbins enthuses.) 

Other candidates follow: a filmmaker 
who makes “THC comedies”; a med-pot 
ambassador who hopes to bring the 
green revolution to Puerto Rico; the CEO 
of a social media startup; two young men

working to bring communities of color 
into the cannabis industry. 

It’s a diverse group, which is probably 
no accident. “I’m really tired of seeing 
mostly white men,” Robbins says. “No 
offense, white guys, but really—white 
men are 95 percent of what’s pitched 
to us. So we would love, love, love to 
change that.” 

The show has traveled all over the 
country in an effort to find talented and 
telegenic contestants. “Every city is dif¬ 
ferent,” says Pauli. “Even when we have 
200 people pitch, you never have the 
same idea.” 

Indeed, the show reveals the vibrancy 
and breadth of this young industry, 
where new ideas and the innovators 
behind them are both on the rise. Like 
the industry itself, The Marijuana Show 
is poised for expansion. Season 2, which 
debuted on iTunes and Amazon in July, 
disbursed some $13 million in invest¬ 
ment capital to the winners; Season 3 
will see investors shovel out another $20 
million. 

So how did today’s batch of contes¬ 
tants do? “I think we’ve seen some really 
good ideas, but I think some are more 
fleshed out than others,” says Robbins. 
“New York being a nascent market, I’m 
not surprised there are more startups 
than usual.” 

After the tryouts, I ask The Marijuana 
Show’s creators how they got their seed 
money. “We met a guy at a bar, we had 
a drink, and we put a number on a nap¬ 
kin,” Pauli reveals. “And he said okay. We 
didn’t have to go through any of this.” 

Robbins jumps in: “Which is wild, 
right? We got a million-dollar invest¬ 
ment. It’s crazy! We’re really blessed.” ^

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The first-ever afFconcentrates Cup was a 
crucible that demonstrated the power of 
cannabis to finite. By Mike Hughes

In 2013, there was a scramble. Just days before the High Times Medi¬ 
cal Cannabis Cup was set to open at LA Center Studios in downtown 
Los Angeles, local authorities forced us from the venue-despite the 
fact that we’d held the Medical Cannabis Cup there the previous year. 
Our emergency effort to relocate to nearby Glendale Studios was 
quickly snuffed out by that town’s city council. This was at the height 
of LA’s crackdown on medical marijuana: The dispensaries that had 
proliferated in record numbers were being attacked through increas¬ 
ingly prohibitive zoning ordinances and an aggressive campaign of 
intimidation. It was in this atmosphere that HT editor-in-chief Dan Skye 
and I visited a dozen venues over two days, looking for a last-minute 
home for the Cup. Finally, we stumbled on the NOS Events Center in 
San Bernardino. 

Considering that we’d just been run out of LA and were attempting 


to stage a massive cannabis festival in 48 hours, it would have been 
easy to turn us away. But NOS said yes, the show went on, and thanks 
to the remarkable resiliency of our vendors and attendees, together 
we pulled off the near-impossible. 

That Cup in 2013 was a watershed for this company. It established 
an ideal of perseverance through unity that is essential to High Times 
events. It also served as a reminder that, despite the progress of 
marijuana-law reform, the dark forces of pot prohibition are still very 
much alive. 

The 2013 Cup was on my mind as I left Southern California follow¬ 
ing the Medical Cannabis Concentrates Cup, held from July 22 to 24, 
which presented its own challenges in the form of extreme heat and 
a headliner who literally dropped the mic just a few songs into his 
set (more on that below). It also served as a reminder of the cannabis

community’s unflappability, no matter the 
obstacles. 

This July, we returned to the NOS Events 
Center-our oasis in the Inland Empire-for 
the sixth time since 2013. However, this was 
our first summertime event at NOS, and our 
oasis was blisteringly hot. 

The daytime temperatures soared into the 
triple digits over the weekend, topping out at 
112 degrees on Saturday. Despite the doors 
to the event opening later in the afternoon. 
Cup-goers appeared stunned by the oppres¬ 
sive heat, jockeying for place under misters 
that were positioned throughout the grounds 
and making variations of the same joke about 
feeling too much like wax being dropped on 
a red-hot nail. 

Those jokes were particularly apropos 
for our first-ever Cup devoted entirely to 
concentrates. While a Medical Cannabis Cup 
competition usually covers flowers, concen¬ 
trates and edibles, the Medical Cannabis 
Concentrates Cup involved strictly extracts. 
Expert judges took on 12 different categories, 
including solvents, non-solvents, vape-pen 
cartridges and more. And the festival was 
a dab lover’s dream (minus the heat), with 
vendors offering up rig rips and vape-pen hits 
of the finest hash in Southern California. 

Fortunately for those attempting to avoid 
the sun beating down on the outdoor vend¬ 
ing area. High Times took over two massive 
buildings onsite and brought the medicating 
indoors. After cooling down, attendees lined 
up to try out the latest goods from compa¬ 
nies like BAMF Extractions and the Down¬ 
town Patient Collective, while Best Booth 
winner Puffco kept the giveaways going all 
weekend long. 

Cup-goers braved the heat to attend a 
variety of seminars over our three days in San 
Bernardino, soaking up information at panel 
discussions on “How to Get a Pot Job,” “The 
Evolving Edibles Industry” and California’s 
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upcoming legalization initiative, the Adult 
Use of Marijuana Act. Senior cultivation editor 
Danny Danko performed the Herculean task 
of hosting three seminars covering all angles 
of the emerging concentrates industry, 
including growing for extracts and the legal¬ 
ity of dabs. 

As day one drew to a close, attendees 
were treated to a scorching set by LAs own 
Ozomatli, whose unique Latin/reggae sound 
was particularly resonant in their masterful 
cover of Bob Marley’s “Stir It Up.” 

The heat was on again for Saturday, July 
23, with the mostly unshaded outdoor por¬ 
tions of the venue feeling even hotter than 
the triple-digit temps. Yet despite the heat. 
Cup-goers took it slow and stayed hydrated, 
then showed up hyped and en masse for the 
concert featuring B.o.B and Lil Wayne. HT fave 
B.o.B-who recently performed at our Michi¬ 
gan Cup in June-gave a stellar performance, 
opening the show with a high-energy set. 
Then things got weird. 

Cup headliner Lil Wayne took the stage 
and, after performing just a couple of songs, 
bizarrely shouted in the direction of his team 
offstage, “Don’t you ever, ever, ever ask me to 
do this shit again!” After a brief, half-hearted 
attempt to continue the concert, the rapper 
abruptly dropped the mic, walked offstage 
and left the venue without explanation. While

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Weezy had a contract with High Times to 
perform for an hour, he delivered roughly 
four songs over a total of 10 minutes. 

It took a moment for the surreal depar¬ 
ture to sink in—even for Wayne’s DJ, who 
remained onstage, apparently unaware that 
the rapper had walked off for good. When the 
confused crowd realized this wasn’t just the¬ 
atrical flair, they booed Wayne mercilessly- 
not surprisingly, considering that many had 
traveled long distances to see the rapper per¬ 
form. We have no idea why Lil Wayne chose 
to end his performance and have received 
no explanation from his team. There is no 
evidence to support the speculation on social 
media and other outlets that the walkout was 
a response to an unenthusiastic crowd. But, of 
course, there’s no telling what was going on 
in Wayne’s head. 

Given the disappointment of Lil Wayne’s 
meltdown and the oppressive heat, it would 
have been easy to write off the final day of the 
Cup. However, the Southern California can¬ 
nabis community proved a buoyant bunch, 
showing up in droves when the doors opened 
for day three. And as the sun set on the final 
day of the Cup, a crowd gathered in the 
Orange Pavilion, eagerly awaiting the start of 
the awards ceremony. It was a final reminder 
that when the cannabis community stands 
together, it’s awfully hard to knock us down. ^

annabis and the NFL are joined 
at the hip. Estimates suggest 
that more than half of the 
league’s players use it. That’s 
roughly 1,000 of the best head- 
smashers in the world. However, half of 
my high-school football team didn’t smoke 
weed; maybe only 20 percent did. In col¬ 
lege, it got a little higher—probably 40 
percent. But in the NFL, it’s over 50 per¬ 
cent. So what accounts for the increase? 

To come to an honest conclusion—one 
that would benefit both the league and 
its players—the stigma must be detached 
from this discussion. The stigma is that if 
you use cannabis, you’re a loser, essentially. 
A burnout. 

Of course, there are no losers in the 
NFL. These athletes represent the cream of 
the crop, the strongest and fastest. Perse¬ 
vering in the football world requires a mas¬ 
tery of pain management. Football involves 
constant, daily, painful trauma to your 
physical body. And pain serves a purpose 
on planet Earth. It directs attention to a 
problem that must be attended to. 

But football says ha-ha-ha to all that. 
Here, pain is a choice. Pain is a hurdle. 

Pain is pleasure. Football players become 
sadistic, masochistic pain-seekers who 
push through every “No Thru Street” sign 
and every “Cliff Ahead” sign and every 
“Stop, Fucking STOP!” sign to appease 
the demands of the US football-industrial 
complex. Enduring football pain is a path 
to salvation in America. So goes the jour¬ 
ney—to each man his own approach. Foot¬ 
ball players cannot stop. That’s the point. 
They’re doing this for you!

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These men are taking a daily punish¬ 
ment that would cripple your neighbor 
and kill your grandpa. How are they able 
to withstand this punishment? Is it some¬ 
thing in their genes? Their training meth¬ 
ods? The medicines they ingest? Their 
desire to be “The One”? 

Whatever it is that keeps these men rac¬ 
ing back into the tornado of hammers, 
they do it—over and over. And for many 
of them, cannabis is part of the recipe. It 
helps them withstand repetitive blunt- 
force trauma to the brain. Cannabis, it 
seems, prevents brain injuries. Cannabis 
prevents concussions and helps the brain 
heal after having one. 

What more does the NFL need to hear 
besides that? Prevents concussions = pre¬ 
vents lawsuits. The only thing that can kill 
the NFL is a lawsuit. 

The legal cannabis industry is becom¬ 
ing a lucrative market, attracting reputa¬ 
ble investors and researchers. It’s a ripe 
moment for the league. The NFL has an 
opportunity to lead the charge in a bud¬ 
ding science and contribute valuable 
research to a field saturated with inter¬ 
est. And not just in terms of head-trauma 
research, but also by using cannabis as an 
alternative to the opioid painkillers that 
are ravaging our communities. They’re rav¬ 
aging our NFL communities as well—at a 
much faster clip. 

America is awash in pills, rattling in 
orange bottles, folded up in white paper 
bags and delivered by a guy with a degree 
behind a counter in a white coat. So it’s okay 
to go swimming again in the river of pills. 

Black River... floating slowly and look¬ 
ing up at a starless sky, the trees growing 
fangs on the banks, reaching in to pluck 
us out with bony branches and devour us. 
Either that or we drown. 

So what’ll it be, then? For many of us, 
it’s the decision to use cannabis as an alter¬ 
native pain medication to opioids—as 
well as an alternative to a variety of other 
pharma: sleep meds, mood stabilizers, 
etc.—to avoid the Black River altogether. 

It’s a way out of the dark room, an ave¬ 
nue to rediscovering the self. That means 
rediscovering the pain. That means facing 
it with the protection that cannabis offers. 
That means running back into the tor¬ 
nado of hammers with the scientific seal of 
approval. 

As of now, NFL players who use canna¬ 
bis must operate in the shadows. Intelligent, 
successful men are shamed into keeping 
their valuable epiphanies about cannabis- 
induced relief to themselves. Football play¬ 
ers are pincushions for needles and guinea

We recorded a PSA last year,

cannabis, but opioids and 
anti-inflammatories, alco¬ 
hol—whatever they’re taking. 
Hopefully, we’ll have enough 
players sign up so we can 
have them take surveys each 
week. We’d do an initial evalu¬ 
ation prior to the season, one 
after, and track their prog¬ 
ress, their healing times, their 
recovery from concussions 
and whatever else we can. 

There’s never been a study 
done like this. There are play¬ 
ers who want to donate, but

going slow—then Eugene 
Monroe [the Baltimore 
Ravens offensive tackle who 
recently retired] stepped up 
and funded $80,000 of his 
own money to help us reach 
the $100,000 goal to get it 
started. We’re forming the 
assessments with Dr. Ryan 
Vandry at Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity and Marcel Bon-Miller, 
who’s over at the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

We can’t outright say 
we’re studying cannabis in 
the NFL, because we’d prob¬ 
ably meet a lot of resistance. 
So our ultimate goal in the 
study, which we’re phrasing 
as a study on substance use 
and player health, is to look at 
players throughout a whole 
season: their use of not only 


our ultimate hope is that 
the NFL helps us fund the 
research. If they don’t, we’re 
going to get players to fund it, 
and you know how much fun 
we can have with that: “Here’s 
a study that could be monu¬ 
mental to players’ health—a 
way to get off opioid addic¬ 
tions, a way to protect them 
from brain injury—and the 
NFL won’t fund it? But the 
players will!” It could be a 
really big hit for us, a bad hit 
for them. 

I’ve been out of the league 
now for 10 years. I played 
10 straight seasons, went 
through health issues as far as 
my body needing to be fixed, 
a couple surgeries on my hips. 
But the mental side of being 
done with football—trying 


to assimilate to a normal life 
and being okay with being a 
retired football player, doing 
nothing in daily life that’s as 
exciting or as much fun—well, 
my way was to get completely 
away from football. That’s why 
I moved up to North Idaho. 

I was basically gone for 
about five years. Then some 
opportunities started com¬ 
ing my way pertaining to 
this, and this is the biggest 
one yet. I pinch myself and 
go: “Wow—I’m not only fight¬ 
ing for cannabis, but possi¬ 
bly helping a lot of my former 
teammates and opponents 
live better lives outside of the 
game.” That’s my main focus, 
to hopefully help these guys 
get off opioids and maybe 
not pull the trigger when 
they’re down in the dumps. 

I know when I was playing, 

I could get a pill on a plane ride 
real easy if I needed it—if I had 
a hard game and got pounded 
a bunch, if I just needed to 
sleep. But there were guys 
who took two, three, four 
Peres or Vikes a day just to 
get through practice. Now the 
NFL claims they’ve tightened 
the screws. But if guys are 
addicted, there are so many 
avenues to get your opioids 
that they don’t need the NFL 
trainers anymore. It’s painful 
to play football-that’s the ulti¬ 
mate reality. 

I found occasional relief in 
cannabis beginning in 2002 
(continued on page 88)

Welcome to High Winds Farms 

The Pacific Northwest is home to some of the finest growers on Earth. If you 
can hold your own in this neighborhood, you deserve worldwide respect. 
Brady Clausen has shown that he } s one of the elite by winning the 2015 North¬ 
west Cannabis Classic, held in Portland, Oregon, last fall (as well as a third- 
place trophy in the hybrids category), thereby cementing his reputation as one 
,of the best growers in the country 

So how does Brady harvest a bunch of his award-winning weed? It all starts 
with genetics. There’s no sense working with subpar genetics, he explains—if 


it’s not top-shelf, it’s not worth keeping. All of his plants must earn the Clau¬ 
sen seal of approval. On my visit to High Winds Farms, he took me upstairs 
into a large growroom. On wooden shelves sat rows of small plants. Most of 
the; room was stacked with high-output (HO) fluorescent lamps, with one row 
of high-pressure sodium (HPS) lamps for the mothers. Brady explains that he 
likes good old-fashioned fluorescent lights and has yet to find anything better. 
Looking at the plants, I’d have to agree. Their internode spacing was spot on, 
with short stems and large, healthy leaves. I could tell by the deep-green color 
that these plants were lovin’ life! ^ \ 
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The Vegetative Stage 

Brady keeps a row of mother plants 
next to the teens. From these, he takes 
cuttings and places them in standard 
rockwool cubes. He dips the clones in 
rooting gel first; then it’s off to the Thun¬ 
der Dome to pop roots. Brady prefers 
soil throughout the entire grow cycle: 

He uses a high-quality local soil but says 
that any top-shelf soil will do. The plants 
are transplanted several times through¬ 
out their lifespan. The first stage is in 
standard 4-inch square pots, where they 
spend a week or two. Then they’re trans¬ 
planted into 1-gallon containers until 
the plants reach about 1 foot tall. They 
spend their rebellious teens in 3-gallon 
containers (telling Brady, “Fuck off! You 
can’t make me flower!”) before their final 
move into 20-gallon pots. Brady is care¬ 
ful not to stress the plants during each 
transplant; he allows them time to adjust 
to their new home before switching them 
over to flower. 




The Flowering Stage 

After the vegetative stage, the girls go 
into one of four massive flowering rooms. 
It’s so bright in there that it feels like an 
indoor Arizona! The ceiling is lined with 
1,000-watt HPS lamps with integrated 
ballasts. Everything is controlled by 
computer; Brady showed me how he 
can adjust the timing of every room, all 
from one place. He can dim the lights to 
whatever intensity he chooses and also 
set them to slowly reach the 12-hours- 
on/12-hours-off cycle over a couple of 
weeks, so as not to shock the plants. It 
makes sense, when you think about it: 
How would you like to have a 1,000- 
watt light hanging inches above your 
head and then, instead of waking up to 
a phone beeping, get the equivalent of 
being slapped by a small sun? 

Each flowering room has its own 
dedicated commercial air conditioner 
and dehumidifier—we’re talking A/C 
units the size of a small car. Without air¬ 
cooled lights, it’s critical to have enough 
A/C to keep the rooms under 80°F. This 
isn’t hard during the cold Oregon win¬ 
ters, but it can be a challenge on those 
100°F summer days! The humidifiers 
are set to maintain the rooms at 60% 
humidity. Brady says this is the optimum 
setting for keeping his plants happy and 
mold-free. 

The plants are lined up in rows by 
strain. This makes harvesting them 
much easier, as Brady can take down 
entire rows while leaving the rest of 
the room to finish. He has two layers 
of netting running the entire length 
of each room. The plants love it, but it 
makes walking through the aisles a pain 
in the ass. Every time I turned around, 

I felt like a bug in a spider web. I mean, 
really: How many times can someone get 
his head stuck in a net? You’d think I’d 
have learned after the 10th time! 

Training Day 

The netting allows the plants to be 
trained like a well-oiled gimp. When I 
entered the flowering room, I felt like 
Dorothy in The Wizard of Oz walking 
into Emerald City for the first time. I 
really wished I had my magic slippers 
with me—nothing but wall-to-wall joy! 

It felt like some kind of bizarre stoner 
dream where any minute you think the 
cops are going to knock on the door of 
your van and tell you to move it away 
from the river. Each plant has a hose 
with a drip ring attached; the hose leads 
to a reservoir with a pump, where Brady 
keeps the perfect mix of water and 
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nutrients. 

I asked Brady how he had his water 
timers set, and was surprised when he 
said that he didn’t use them. As good as 
a timer-based system is, he explained, it’s 
not perfect—the plants will need more or 
less water throughout their grow cycle, 
and sometimes the timers just don’t get 
it right: What works great one day may 
starve the plants a week later. Brady 
insists that nothing beats the human 
eye—or, I should say, the human hand, 
since he prefers lifting the plants to see 
if they need water. If the plant feels light, 
then he knows it’s time to crank up the 
pumps. He’s also able to monitor the 
plants to make sure they aren’t overwa¬ 
tered. If the pots are so heavy that he 
can’t lift them, he’ll back off the all-you- 
can-eat buffet a little. This technique 
requires years of experience to master. 

It’s not something you can learn just by 
reading a book; you have to do it, over 
and over. But once you have it wired, 
it’s a surprisingly quick and easy way to 
check your plants. 

Feeding Time 

The plants are watered with a mixture 
of clean water and nutrients. There’s no 
need for a reverse-osmosis (RO) machine 
up here, where our water is cleaner than 
our minds. Brady prefers the Botanicare 
line of nutrients. He says they produce 
a better taste, and if you’ve ever had 
the pleasure of smoking his weed, you’d 
wholeheartedly agree. Brady takes great 
pride in the overall flavor of his herb, 
and you can tell after the first mouthwa¬ 
tering puff: His buds burn smooth and 
leave a clean, white ash. 

Brady is currently using the standard 
Botanicare formula of Base, Tea, Grow/ 
Bloom, Hydroguard, Hydroplex and 
Cal/Mag. He adjusts the ppm to differ¬ 
ent amounts depending on the stage of 
growth. As the plants phase from the veg 
stage to flower, he cuts down on nitrogen 
while increasing potassium and phos¬ 
phorus. Brady is adamant about using 
Hydroguard to inoculate the soil with the 
friendly bacteria bacillus. He also uses 
Pure Blend Tea to enhance the aroma 
and flavor—not to mention that it helps 
to feed the beneficial bacteria. 

On the wall outside each growroom 
is a large whiteboard with a detailed 
rundown of the room. The correct ppm, 
nutrients and schedule are all laid out. 
Next to the nutrient table are the reser¬ 
voirs; each room has its own unique mix 
of nutrients and water. Brady spends a 
great deal of time adjusting the ratio to 



perfection. He starts out by keeping the 
ppm low, using Botanicare’s vegetative 
formula, and slowly raises it over time. 

He changes from the veg mix to the 
bloom formula during flowering. The 
last few weeks, he drops the ppm to flush 
the plants of any excess nutrients. When 
you look at Brady’s buds, they have a 
wonderful light-green/gold tone to them. 
Of course, that’s if you can see through 
all the trichomes! 

Time to Harvest 

Brady observes his plants closely, watch¬ 
ing for the perfect time to harvest. He 
doesn’t rely on a calendar to decide; he 
uses his eyes. He examines the trichomes 
to see if the crystals are turning from 
cloudy to amber. Only when the plants 
meet Brady’s strict requirements are they 
ready to harvest. 

On that day, everything is cut down 
and all the fan leaves are trimmed off 
and mulched. The plants are hung in 
the drying room on their way to the 
finish line. The drying room has a large 
dehumidifier with fans blowing on the 
hanging plants. Brady prefers a nice, 
slow dry; he says the buds taste better if 
the plants have a chance to use up the 
final nutrients trapped within the cells. 
He adds that the only thing you have 
to watch out for is mold: It’s important 
to inspect the buds and make sure they 
don’t start to rot. (Is there anything 
worse than bud mold? Every outdoor 
grower in the Northwest has at least one 
horror story to tell!) 

Brady checks the drying plants fre¬ 
quently. He bends the stems and, when 
they snap, he knows they’re ready for 
the final trim. Brady has a crew of hand 
trimmers jamming away to music, with 
the sound of clip-clip-clip always in the 
background. It almost sounds like little 
crickets chirping away, hoping to get 
laid. When I asked him why he prefers 
hand trimming when he could obviously 
afford the best machine trimmer, Brady 
replied: “Why spend all that time and 
money growing the perfect buds, only to 
ruin them at the last minute?” Although 
trimming machines are fast, they tend 
to damage the buds and knock off many 
of the trichomes, he added. Basically, if 
you grow the best bud, you need the best 
trim job.

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Winning Weed 

Brady’s team is top-notch: The care his trim¬ 
mers lavish on every bud is simply amazing. 
Years of experience allow his crew to trim to 
perfection. You won’t see any kickstands or 
crow’s feet on these buds—nothing but sugar- 
coated calyxes await the lucky smoker! After 
the buds are trimmed, they’re placed in glass 
jars for a couple of weeks to allow them to cure 
properly. Brady burps each jar a few times a 
day, letting the excess moisture escape. Only 
when the buds pass his final inspection are 
they sent off to the distributor. 

There are a lot of master growers here in the 
Great Pacific Northwest. Alaska, Washington 
and Oregon have always been at the forefront 



of the cannabis revolution—and when these master growers get 
together and choose Brady’s bud as the best, what does that tell 
you? Brady Clausen is not just your average grower: His flowers 
are at the top of the bud chain. If you’re ever in Oregon, stop 
by one of the local dispensaries and try some of Brady’s bud 
for yourself—just look for “High Winds Farms” on the label. I 
currently have some of his award-winning Blackberry in front 
of me right now! It looks completely white, shimmering in the 
sunlight. It’s almost too pretty to smoke! I said almost... ^

pain and anti-inflammatory medication. But 
many players prefer cannabis, because can¬ 
nabis is more effective. 

This truth exposes the colossal misuse 
of resources by the NFL. The sum of all the 
parts of the NFL medical apparatus is less 
effective in curing the football body than 
a single herb, administered by the patient 
himself. 

The NFL’s ego is always in play. A very 
sensitive fella, this NFL guy. But if he were 
able to swallow his embarrassment and 
focus instead on the implications of this 
discovery, he may find solutions to a few 
of his other problems hiding in the buds 
of this complex plant. Administering can¬ 
nabis to current and former players would 
cut health costs, reduce brain trauma, 
reduce concussion-related litigation, cre¬ 
ate fewer opioid addicts, and provide the 
NFL and the NFL Players Association with 
an affordable way to insure vested veter¬ 
ans for life, which is really the rub here. 

Former players need a lifetime of health 
care for the injuries they sustained on the 
football field. Cannabis care would, I’m 
fairly certain, be a most welcome benefit 
for a significant percentage of former play¬ 
ers dealing with a variety of post-football 
cognitive and orthopedic problems, most of 
which have not been thoroughly researched 
and therefore can’t be addressed. 

We need people in white lab coats to 
tell players that cannabis is good. Foot¬ 
ball players aren’t supposed to use their 
minds, remember? Shut up and play. Your 
ideas are of no use to us, and if you do 
speak up, we’ll assume you’re a blubber¬ 
ing, blustering meathead. 

“Me football player. Me eat steak.” 

That’s the stereotype held by many peo¬ 
ple, both inside and outside the league. It 
comes, I assume, from watching what we do 
to each other on the field. SMASH! “Wow... 
no way he’s thinking straight after that!” 

You wouldn’t think so. You’d think we 
were all scrambled eggs by now. But some 
of us can still think. Some of us can still 
be inspired. Some of us still believe in 
love... and I think we all know why.

from the stress involved 
playing football. But as far as 
pain management, I didn’t 
really start using it until I 
had both hips operated on 
back in 2013 and 2014, after 
my career was over. After 
my second hip surgery, I 
was lying there in the hip 
machine, moving my leg, 
contemplating everything, 
wondering if it was worth it. 
That’s when I started using 
a lot more cannabis to deal 
with the pain, but also to get 
me out of a negative frame 
of mind and being mad 
about the injuries I was deal¬ 
ing with instead of embrac¬ 
ing them, getting over them 
and getting active again. 

It was my choice to leave 
the game. I think a lot of 
guys deal with: “See you 
later. We don’t want you 


anymore—you’re not good 
enough. You’re cut.” A lot 
of them have to deal with 
that and go through mental 
anguish. I know some guys 
I played with in the early 
2000s who hate football and 
don’t want to go to games 
and can’t stand the thought 
of it. It’s sad, because if you 
played in the NFL, you’re 
amazing to have accom¬ 
plished that. You’re a bad-ass 
mofo no matter what. Even if 
you were a punter, you’re still 
pretty tough. So owning that 
and being able to accept that 
is part of the healing process. 

It’s fun to help guys not 
feel bitter about what we 
did, but start to own it and 
get involved again-to go 
to functions and get paid to 
come drink beers and play 
golf. I mean, good God, we 
put ourselves through such 
rigors and such sacrifice—to 
not enjoy your post-career is 


a sad thing. 

Ultimately, I believe the 
players will be the ones who 
can push this issue. Obvi¬ 
ously, decriminalizing and 
declassifying both mari¬ 
juana and hemp will help that 
cause. Once that’s done and 
there’s no more criminal link 
to marijuana, there’s a chance 
that more players can say: 
“Hey, why am I forced to use 
only pharmaceutical options 
for pain relief when there’s 
a non-addictive, non-toxic 
medicine out there?” 

We have to have con¬ 
crete evidence and research 
done, which is key, because 
[NFL commissioner] Roger 
Goodell is on record saying if 
there’s evidence that canna¬ 
bis can be beneficial to play¬ 
ers’ health, the league will 
look into it. So he’s set him¬ 
self up. If we come back with 
hard evidence, they have to 
look into it.

Buccaneers and the Oakland Raiders. 

Cannabis definitely has to be looked at by 
the league. But there are still too many peo¬ 
ple who think it should be a Schedule I drug. 
You’d think that if it’s something you don’t 
know anything about, you’d try to find out 
about it first. But the NFL is run by a bunch 
of old white guys—they’re dinosaurs, and 
dinosaurs don’t see something that’s valu¬ 
able. This information needs to get out there. 
That’s 
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They’re addictive and destroy your stomach 
lining and your liver and kidneys. 

They’d rather we go drink beer. That’s the 
world we live in, even though there’s a tsu¬ 
nami of information that should tell them that 
cannabis is good for players. 

We’re not talking about getting high— 
we’re talking about pain medication. I didn’t 
use cannabis until the end of my career. By 
that time, I didn’t want to use Vicodin or that 
other bullshit. Everything hurt—my knees, 
my shoulders, my hips. I refused to do that to 
myself anymore. 

Today, I use Kush Cream. That’s my med-

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EBEN BRITTON 

(Offensive Tackle) 

Played from 2009 to 2014 for 
the Jacksonville Jaguars and 
the Chicago Bears. 

I’m in my second year of 
retirement. Coming out of 
football, part of the transition 
is a total loss of identity. I’m a 
football player... I was a foot¬ 
ball player. But it’s what I am— 
one of the elite. Everything 
you’ve done led to you mak¬ 
ing it to the NFL. You got your¬ 
self there—the NFL doesn’t 
give anyone anything. You 
earned every single bit of that. 

But you go from doing some¬ 
thing where every minute 
of your day is planned out- 
meetings, practice, weight¬ 
lifting, recovery time, more 
meetings-then, suddenly, one 
day it’s all over, like a dream. 

You go through your foot¬ 
ball life with a gauge of what’s acceptable—what’s good, what’s bad, what 
you’re allowed to talk about, what it means to be a football player, what 
kind of image you’re supposed to present. You hide things, like using can¬ 
nabis at home. It makes you feel better, it eases aches and pain, but you 
can’t let coaches know about that part of your life. I smoked from my first 
year in the NFL-occasionally in college. 

I was using cannabis, along with highly potent anti-inflammatories like 
Indocin and Cataflam. You do whatever it takes to be on the field. Every 
guy on the football field every Sunday is in some amount of pain. Nobody 
feels good out there physically. But on game day, nobody thinks about it. 
Guys are flying around, amped up—adrenaline and testosterone through 
the roof. You’re ready to rip throats out. That’s what you do-and you love 
it. And the pain and the pills are worth it on Sundays. That’s why most 
football players don’t take any time to think about anything else. The rush 
of what we do is what it’s all about. 

Now, I take zero prescription drugs. My thinking gets clearer as more 
time passes after leaving football. Using cannabis has definitely helped 
me through the transition—the stress-relieving effect, the relaxing effect, 
the pain-relieving effect. 

I’ve spent the last 20 years of my life playing football. I’m 28.1 went to 
the University of Arizona for creative writing. In high school, I read Less 
Than Zero by Bret Easton Ellis and realized I could major in creative writ¬ 
ing in college. It’s helped me have an outlet outside of football, where 
everything you do is scrutinized or praised. Cannabis helps feed some¬ 
thing in me, without me going out and getting crazy. It gives me a surge 
of optimism. I can channel that rush into my writing. It helps me settle 
into the moment and not worry about yesterday or tomorrow. 

When I first started talking about cannabis, I was worried about upset¬ 
ting somebody. Then I had this realization: Fuck it, you know? If I can 
share my experience, maybe I can help somebody out. This stuff is real; 
it’s a major medicine. We know about the side effects and the long-term 
issues that come with prescription-drug use. 

My challenge to the NFL is this: If concussions are the number-one 
issue, why not become the innovators in brain science and brain recov¬ 
ery? Why not be at the forefront of player safety, athletic safety and brain- 
trauma treatment in sports? Let’s look for answers rather than shunning 
guys who want to use a natural alternative.

MARIO FATAFEH1 

(Defensive Tackle) 

Played from 2001 to 2004for the 
Arizona Cardinals, the Carolina 
Panthers and the Denver Broncos. 

I already had demons com¬ 
ing into the game. The game 
saved me because it gave me 
an outlet; it made me somebody 
strong. It gave me a new identity. 
It gave me a purpose, a team, a 
family. That’s what football is— 
it’s a brotherhood. I owe foot¬ 
ball. I love football. It taught me 
accountability. 

But after the NFL, you don’t 
leave your injuries at the sta¬ 
dium. They follow you the rest of 
your life. I got hooked on pain¬ 
killers—but with 420,1 don’t take 
none of that shit no more. No 
painkillers. 

In my career, I had neck 
spasms, headaches, injuries to 
my shoulder, elbow, wrist, back, 
knees. I had to rebreak my right 
ankle because when I was in 
Denver, they told me it was a 
high-ankle sprain. So they just 
gave me some painkillers, taped 
up my leg, gave me a shot, and I 
went and ran around on it. Then, 
later in my life, I kept having a 
hard time walking. The doctors 
said it was gout, but when they 
X-rayed my leg, they said: “It’s not 
gout. When did you break your 
ankle? Look at the X-ray—see this 
little circle right here? It means it 
broke and healed wrong.” Ha ha 
ha... awesome. The whole time I 
was in Denver, I was playing on a 
broken ankle. 

The thing in the NFL is, if 


you’re injured, it means you’re 
not worthy. Nobody wants to be 
in the training room, because if 
the head coach sees you on your 
back with an ice pack, you’re 
the crybaby in the room. You’re 
going to get the boot. 

But when you’re broken, you 
need help to remove that men¬ 
tal helmet and really transition. 
We fought to become NFL play¬ 
ers; now we have to fight to 
become normal again. We need 
marijuana to help us. Our phys¬ 
ical bodies get hurt, but what 
about the psychological? What 
about my identity? What about 
my brain? What about my heart? 
They don’t give a shit. You’re a 
football player—tough it up! But 
I have no right to fucking cry: 
There’s always somebody worse 
off. This game is for people who 
can take the pain. 

At first, I wanted to blame 
football for my bad luck in my 
later years—my divorce, my diag¬ 
nosis of depression, my trau¬ 
matic brain injury and mild 
cognitive impairment, my four 
vacations in the psych ward. I 
was blaming football—but on 
the last visit to my second psych 
ward in St. George, Utah, one of 
the group sessions really rang 
a bell with me, man. The lesson 
was accountability. Everybody 
has their own shit, but here’s the 
thing: Everybody’s got differ¬ 
ent ways of dealing with it. I tried 
the pharmaceutical way. But 
when I started smoking canna¬ 
bis, I began to see how fucked up 
I’d been. Now that I’m a medical 
marijuana patient, I see clearer. 
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KEVIN GOGAN 

(Offensive Lineman) 

Played from 1987 to 2000 for the 
Dallas Cowboys, the Los Angeles/ 
Oakland Raiders, the San Fran¬ 
cisco 49ers, the Miami Dolphins 
and the San Diego Chargers. He 
was suspended for 30 days for 
cannabis use in 1988. (Gogan 
was featured as the High Times 
Interview in the March ’15 issue.) 

The day I quit playing football 
was the day I quit taking pain 
pills—and drinking, for that mat¬ 
ter. I got my medical card, and it’s 
much better to be on cannabis. 

It makes my body feel better and 
really helps my day-to-day activ¬ 
ities. I actually believe that CBD 
can save the NFL—I’m 110 percent 
behind this. I’m of the firm belief 
that CBD can be part of concus¬ 
sion protocol in the NFL. We have 
knowledge today that wasn’t 
here when I played. It’s time to

look at what’s in front of us and 
really consider this. 

I live this life: I feel like shit 
until I take my CBD-and THC, for 
that matter. I played 14 extremely 
painful years—longer than the 
majority of people who play. But 
the NFL does zero for us, abso¬ 
lutely zero. The NFL sent me for 
a physical for my disability. I was 
in the guy’s room for no more 


than seven minutes. I goddamn 
played 14 years in this fucking 
league, had over 18 surgeries, 
and this guy puts a thing on my 
head, tells me to lean left, lean 
right, lean forward and lean back, 
then sent me packing. 

These owners are filthy fuck¬ 
ing rich, but there are guys out 
there blowing their heads off, 
friends of mine who are hurt and 
dying. And they can’t cut a small 
piece of that pie for these retired 
players who are going through 
fucking hell? 

First and foremost, I think 
players need to get something 
out of this concussion lawsuit, 
if it’s still possible. We have to 
be able to take the NFL to court 
while we’re still alive, not when 
we’re dead. I don’t like to just 
point fingers, but the Players 
Association needs to give retired 
players a seat at the table when 
these discussions come up.

KYLE TURLEY 

(Offensive Tackle) 

Played from 1998 to 2007 for the 
New Orleans Saints, the St. Louis Rams 
and the Kansas City Chiefs. 

I began using cannabis in my second year in 
the NFL, probably at 22.1 stayed as clean as it 
gets until then. 

It was the pills, honestly—that’s what ended 
up pushing me to marijuana. 

My introduction to opioids came in college, 


when I blew out my knee for the first time. I 
think we’re all clean until we have an injury. The 
NFL is a trove of pharmaceuticals: You never 
had to go to the doctor, you never had to sit in 
a waiting room, you never had to look at any 
information pamphlets. Nobody ever told you 
that this might be harmful. It was: “You got a 
problem? We got a problem solver-right here— 
a pharmaceutical solution.” 

Opioids were fueling my distress. I know 
now that’s what was happening. The toll of 
football adds up quickly—the pain pills, the 


anti-inflammatories, the sleep pills, dealing 
with the stress. But you get to a point where 
they aren’t working. You build tolerances. Some 
guys were taking 10 to 20 Vicodin and Percocet 
a day. I never got to those levels, but there’s def¬ 
initely an epidemic of pills in the NFL. There’s 
a billion-dollar lawsuit in the courts right now 
against the NFL for overprescription of opiates 
and injections of drugs like Toradol that should 
never have been as widely used as they were 
with us. I played 10 years in the NFL, and I prob¬ 
ably took a Toradol shot every other game. I 
don’t know what the damage is going to be to 
my kidneys and liver, but guys my age who I 
played with, like Marcellus Wiley, had total kid¬ 
ney failure. 

I was coming home from practice one day 
with a now-Hall of Fame player, a guy I looked 
up to. He knew I was going through some strug¬ 
gles. I was going through a divorce, and then 
there were the pressures, obviously, of the NFL. 

I was a first-round draft pick, and I put pres¬ 
sure on myself. I was really unraveling emotion¬ 
ally. And I was dealing with more neurological 
issues-emotional issues, rage... I didn’t under¬ 
stand what was going on. Things were getting 
to a boiling point where it was difficult to sepa¬ 
rate who I was from the football field, to put it 
aside and be a productive person, someone who 
could function in society. Add up all these fac¬ 
tors: You’re not sleeping with the sleep aids, and 
the pain’s not going away with the opiates. Noth¬ 
ing’s helping. But that day, when cannabis was 
introduced to me—again, continued on page 130

You know we’ve come a long way when all of the major presidential 
candidates support state-level medical marijuana programs. There 
are many issues on which to judge these candidates, and many per¬ 
spectives on current events and policies-however, if cannabis-law 
reform were the sole deciding factor, which one would get your vote? 


Hillary Clinton 

The former secretary of state and likely 
Democratic nominee is decent on the 
issue, offering her qualified support 
for medical marijuana, though she still 
thinks that more research is needed. 
She also believes that marijuana 
should be moved to Schedule II under 
the federal Controlled Substances 
Act, the same category as cocaine, 
methamphetamine and OxyContin. 
Clinton has expressed support for the 
right of states to move forward with 
marijuana-law reform, but she stops 
short of endorsing legalization at the 
federal level. 

Donald Trump 

The presumptive Republican nominee 
is probably the worst of the five candi¬ 
dates on this issue. Trump has been all 
over the map regarding this nation’s 
drug laws. In the 1990s, he opined 
that all drugs should be legalized, but 
as the GOP candidate he opposes 
even the legalization of marijuana 
for adult recreational use. Still, Trump 
has expressed support for the right of 
states to set medical marijuana policies. 

Gary Johnson 

The former two-term governor of 
New Mexico is the Libertarian Party 
candidate and a great proponent 
for cannabis-law reform. He openly 
supports the legalization of marijuana 
for medical and recreational use, even 
citing his own use in both areas to make 
the point. Johnson was also the CEO 
of a medical marijuana corporation 
before he resigned to run for president. 

Jill Stein 

The Green Party candidate is also 
highly regarded for her stance on mar¬ 
ijuana-law reform. A medical doctor for 
25 years, Stein supports the legalization 
of marijuana for medical and recre¬ 
ational use and has said that she would 
end its Schedule I designation under 
the Controlled Substances Act, which 
places marijuana in the same highly 
restricted category as heroin and PCP. 




Here are the states that will legalize either 
recreational or medical marijuana in 2016= 
with your help. (Note: Other states may 
have initiatives circulating as of press time, 
but were focusing on those most likely to 
make the ballot.) 


V California 

The Golden State has the eighth-largest 
economy in the world and 55 electoral 
votes in the presidential election. The 
Adult Use of Marijuana Act (AUMA) will legalize 
the possession of up to one ounce of marijuana, 
eight grams of which can be concentrates. Adults 
may grow up to six cannabis plants indoors—no 
locality can ban this—and growers may legally 
possess the entire results of their harvest. Other 
pot-related felonies or misdemeanors get reduced 
to misdemeanors or tickets or nothing at all, to the 
point where there will no longer be any posses¬ 
sion felonies in California. The only penalty that 
increases under AUMA is public toking, which 
goes from a $100 fine to $250. The bill would 
introduce a commercial retail system that includes 
growers, processors, retailers and testing labs. 
Localities, at their discretion, could license adult 
marijuana lounges—something that Colorado, 
Washington and Oregon have yet to achieve. The 
proposed taxes are a bit high, though: a 15 percent 
sales tax and a $9.25-per-ounce production tax. 



Nevada 

The Silver State is eagerly awaiting 
the legalization of marijuana as yet 
another entertainment option in the 
casino-strewn desert. The legalization initiative 
here is one of four branded as CRMLA, which 
stands for the Campaign to Regulate Marijuana 
Like Alcohol, written and promoted by the 
Marijuana Policy Project (MPP). The possession 
limits are similar to California’s AUMA—up to one 
ounce, including seven grams of concentrates— 
and there will be a commercial retail system 
with a 15 percent excise tax. But that’s where the 
similarities end. Nevada’s CRMLA is far more 
restrictive than any of the now-legal states or the 
other states with initiatives: While adults would 
have the right to grow six plants each, with a limit 
of 12 per household, there are penalties buried 
in the bill’s language for cultivating marijuana 
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within 25 miles of a licensed pot shop. 
Basically, that means almost everyone liv¬ 
ing in the state’s urban areas won’t be able 
to grow cannabis at home, leaving cultiva¬ 
tion to Nevada residents who live in the 
rural desert areas. Furthermore, Nevada’s 
CRMLA maintains draconian penalties 
for exceeding its limits: Possession of 
more than an ounce can earn you a felony 
intent-to-sell charge. 



Arizona 

The Grand Canyon State 
has the second CRMLA for 
us to review. The Arizona 
initiative, which employs much of the 
same boilerplate language as the other 
CRMLAs, allows the possession of up to 
an ounce, just five grams of which can 
be concentrates. Unlike neighboring 
Nevada, however, Arizona’s CRMLA actu¬ 
ally would allow all adults in the state to 
grow six plants indoors, with a maxi¬ 
mum of 12 plants per household. Oddly, 
while the Nevada CRMLA establishes a 
25-mile no-grow zone around pot shops, 
Arizona’s CRMLA, by allowing all adults 
to home-grow, eliminates the 25-mile 
no-grow zone around the state’s dispen¬ 
saries, which was established by the 2010 
medical marijuana law, also written by 


MPP. Adults may legally possess the entire 
results of their harvest at the site of the 
grow. Personal-use clubs and pot lounges 
aren’t immediately authorized, but the 
legislature may approve them starting in 
2020. Other pluses: Drivers are protected 
from DUI prosecutions for having inactive 
metabolites of marijuana in their blood; 
parents are protected from losing their 
kids because of pot; and people in need 
of organ transplants are protected from 
being kicked off organ waiting lists for 
their marijuana use. 



Massachusetts 

The Bay State has the third 
CRMLA in our review. As with 
Arizona’s, it legalizes posses¬ 
sion of up to one ounce, including five 
grams of concentrates. Possession of up to 
two ounces, though, is merely a $100 fine, 
and possession of more than two ounces 
can no longer be prosecuted as a felony. 
Adults can cultivate up to six plants, 
with a household limit of 12, and legally 
possess the entire results of their harvest. 
Marijuana DUIs must be proven by actual 
impairment, not the presence of metabo¬ 
lites, and there is no implied consent to a 
blood or urine draw by law enforcement. 
Massachusetts also proposes the lowest 


taxes among the now-legal states or those 
with initiatives: just a 3.75 percent state 
tax and 2 percent local tax. The initiative 
authorizes a commercial retail system, 
and localities that wish to limit pot shops 
can do so only through a vote of the 
people; no city council can ban them by 
ordinance. 

Maine 

The Pine Tree State’s initiative 
is another CRMLA, although 
the language of this bill— 
which had input from another group, 
Regulate Maine—differs from the CRMLA 
boilerplate in the following ways: Maine 
will allow the possession of up to two and 
a half ounces, including concentrates. 

(Yes, up to 2.5 ounces of concentrate 
would be legal!) Felony possession begins 
when you have a pound of marijuana. 
Adults growing at home will be able to 
have up to six mature plants, 12 immature 
plants and unlimited seedlings, but they 
must all be tagged with the grower’s name 
and Maine driver’s-license number, which 
essentially limits home growing to Maine 
residents only. Growers may legally pos¬ 
sess the entire results of their harvest at 
the grow site. There will be a commercial 
retail system, although localities can ban 
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pot shops by ordinance or public vote, 
and a 10 percent excise tax at the point of 
sale. Adults who consume cannabis are 
protected from employment discrimina¬ 
tion; drug tests cannot be used as tools 
in hiring or firing. There are protections 
against the loss of child custody and 
housing discrimination as well. However, 
landlords can ban smoking, possession 
and cultivation on their properties, and 
organ-transplant candidates are not pro¬ 
tected under this law. 


Florida 


In 2014, the Sunshine State 
narrowly missed passing a 
medical marijuana law: 58 
percent of voters favored an amendment 
to the state constitution, but 60 percent 
was required. This year’s medical mari¬ 
juana initiative isn’t much different from 
the 2014 bill, except that it has tighter 
language in its definition of “caregiv¬ 
ers,” which was attacked by opponents in 
the last campaign. The Florida initiative 
includes a commercial-cultivation and 
dispensary system; patients would be able 
to use medical marijuana for conditions 
like cancer, HIV/AIDS, glaucoma, ALS and 
PTSD, but also for any comparable malady 
that a doctor believes cannabis would help. 


Missouri 

The Show-Me State is looking 
to pass a medical marijuana 
law as well. Its language is 
fairly robust, with a list of qualifying con¬ 
ditions that exceeds those of most current 
med-pot states. The Missouri bill allows 
doctors to recommend medical marijuana 
for any chronic or debilitating condition, 
and it would also establish a commercial 
dispensary system. 


Arkansas 

Perhaps the longest shot in 
the field is the Natural State’s 
proposed medical marijuana 
law. Home growing isn’t allowed unless 
you can qualify for a Hardship Cultivation 
Certificate; otherwise, you have to shop 
at dispensaries for your medicine. The 
qualifying-condition list includes over 50 
illnesses—but if you suffer from chronic 
pain, you’ll have to prove that other medi¬ 
cations and surgery haven’t worked for 
three months. 


Montana 

As many as three marijuana- 
related initiatives could be on 
the ballot in Montana. 1-182 is 
an initiative to restore medical marijuana 


in the Treasure State: In 2011, the 
legislature destroyed Montana’s 
burgeoning dispensary system by 
establishing a limit of three patients 
per caregiver and auditing doctors who 
recommended cannabis to more than 
25 patients. This initiative would undo 
those restrictions and finally estab¬ 
lish a regulated dispensary system 
statewide. 

1-176, on the other hand, is an initia¬ 
tive to restore pot prohibition in the 
state by repealing the medical mari¬ 
juana program altogether and aligning 
Montana’s drug laws with federal law 
(i.e., whatever’s illegal under federal 
law would also be illegal under state 
law). Both this initiative and 1-182 have 
plenty of funding and organization 
behind them, and both are likely to 
make the ballot. 

CI-115, the third initiative under 
consideration, is a proposed consti¬ 
tutional amendment to legalize the 
adult use of marijuana in the state, 
with the details to be worked out later. 
However, it requires more signatures 
than the other two initiatives and has 
far less organization and funding. As 
a result, it probably won’t make the 
ballot. ^

This is your first time at a Cannabis 
Cup. 

This is a dream of mine. Twelve 
years ago, when I was going 
through breast cancer, I was 
medicating to get through the 
chemotherapy, which is one of the 
worst things that we humans do 
medically. To actually medicate 
through that, and then realize 
what an amazing medicine [can¬ 
nabis] is... my next thought was, 

“I can’t wait to perform onstage 
for a whole bunch of medicated 
people,” you know? This herb, this 
plant, was made for music. 
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How did medical mari¬ 
juana become a part of your 
recovery? 

It was a pretty clear choice. 
I was a social smoker—I 
wasn’t a regular smoker at 
all. When I got breast cancer, 
a good friend of mine, David 
Crosby, called me up, and he 
goes, “Honey, you have to use 
medical marijuana. There’s 
just... you can’t get on that 
roller coaster.” And it made 
sense to me. When I left after 
my first chemo treatment, 
the doctor said, “Here’s the 
steroid, and here’s the pain 
reliever, and then you’ll have 
to take this because you’ll get 
constipated from the pain 
reliever, and then you’ll have 
to take this for the depres¬ 
sion.” He’s handing me six 
pills, and I was like, “I don’t 
think so. Thank you, no—I’m 
going to go home, I’m going 
to smoke one gorgeous plant 
that comes from the earth 
that takes care of every single 
one of those, and that’s the 
way I want it.” 

How old were you when you 
first smoked marijuana? 

My first experience was in 
high school, of course, when I 
had my first girlfriend. I was a 
senior, and my girlfriend said, 
“Let’s find some pot.” And I 
said, “Okay... how do you find 
pot?” There was a gal I knew, 
and I knew she’d know where 
to find pot: She was the girl 
who kind of hung out in the 
parking lot with the smokers, 
with those really interesting 
people that I liked very much. 
So I asked her if she could, 
and she said yes. She brought 
me a nug, and I said, “Thank 
you... now what do I do?” You 
know, come on—you’ve been 
17 and trying to figure it out, 
and you eventually lit it on 
fire and nothing happened. So 
I don’t really call that my first 
time smoking, because it was 
absolutely just ridiculous. 

First time was in Boston. 
I’m in college; it’s 1979. I’m 
walking home with somebody 
else. It was really romantic 
in a really beautiful way. We

stop on a stoop and sit. It’s 
midnight, and she pulls out 
a little roach, and we smoked 
it—and that was the first 
time. I’m sitting there under 
the beautiful Boston sky, and 
my mind’s going “ITTma,” you 
know? For the first time. 

Do you see a connection 
between the fight for equal 
rights for the LGBTQ commu¬ 
nity and the fight to legalize 
marijuana? 

Make no mistake: The 
legalization of cannabis is a 
human right; it is a civil right. 
This is medicine. Beyond that, 
to explore our consciousness 
is a civil right: No govern¬ 
ment should ever take away 
the right to go into our own 
consciousness and try to find 
the answers inside as well as 
outside. That is a civil right, 
and that’s really the ultimate 
thing that we’re doing here— 
so, yes indeed. 

All the other equal-rights 
movements that I’ve been 
personally involved with, I 
see the same thing: It takes 
people coming out. It takes 
people saying, “I am a can¬ 
nabis smoker. I’m a citizen. 

I’m a good person. I love my 
kids. I love my family. I have a 
job. I don’t fit any stereotype.” 


It takes those people coming 
out as your neighbor, as your 
family, as the person at your 
work. When you start know¬ 
ing those people, then the 
fear goes away, and that’s how 
we move forward and change 
hearts and minds. 

You’ve said that you believe 
middle-aged women are lead¬ 
ing the cannabis revolution. 

If you study it, you’ll find 
that in 80 percent of house¬ 
holds, the woman is in charge 
of the money. It’s the point of 
purchase, and so you know 
how it is. I just think women 
are the ones who are going 
to start saying a little earlier: 
“Oh my God—drinking all 
this alcohol every night is not 
good for my skin. It’s not good 
for my figure. It’s not good for 
my personality. I’m waking 
up cranky. Yet I like to have 
a little release every night. I 
like to come down from this 
problem-solving conscious¬ 
ness that I’ve been involved in 
all day long.” So that woman 
is going to go looking for an 
alternative—something that 
helps, something that heals. 
And she’s going to find canna¬ 
bis. And she’s going to really 
enjoy that she can wake up in 
the morning and feel better. 


And her sex life is going to be 
better. Her attitude is going 
to be better. And it’s going to 
be very, very clear that this 
is a right that women want— 
that they don’t just want 
the choice of alcohol in the 
evening anymore. 

And women, we get loud. 
We organize. We bring it on. 

[Audience cheers ] And I mean 
no disrespect, because you 
men—you’re the ones that 
have been going to jail. You’re 
the guys that have been really 
putting your necks out and 
really having a hard time with 
it. And women, it’s time for 
us to stand up and change 
the laws and really do the 
work. So I think it’s all of us 
together. 

What do you think the greatest 
obstacles are to ending the War 
on Drugs? 

Mostly education. When 
you see the top politicians 
saying, “Well, marijuana just 
makes people stupid,” you 
go, “Wow, there is so little 
education out there!” So it’s 
about, again, coming out. It’s 
about saying, “Did you tell 
your family where you were 
going today? You’re going to 
the Cannabis Cup.” It’s about 
being that person; it’s about 
taking that responsibility. 

You guys, we’re at the 
forefront of this! We’re going 
to look back in 10 years and 
go, “Well, you don’t know 
how hard it was 10 years ago. 
You think it’s all easy—you 
now can smoke a joint on the 
street. But it wasn’t so easy 10 
years ago.” And that’s what it’s 
going to take: It’s these people 
right here that are doing it. 

1 watched an interview in 
which you talked about mani¬ 
festing your own destiny. 

Well, let me tell you a little 
bit about my experience. 
Twelve years ago—well, it’s 
always hard to know where 
to start the story, because it 
keeps going back... but after 
becoming successful, after 
winning the awards and being 
number one and all that 
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stuff—what one would 
call all my dreams come 
true—well, then there’s 
the next day. And I mean, 

I now can look and see: 
Well, that’s the way life 
goes. It’s the journey— 
it’s not necessarily the 
destination. 

But I had kind of a 
crisis sort of thing. My 
relationship fell apart. 
Everything started kind of 
crumbling, and I liter¬ 
ally looked up to the sky: 
“What do you want from 
me?” And I was actu¬ 
ally getting a little more 
interested in cannabis. My 
wife at the time was more 
interested medicinally. I 
asked her if she’d ever had 
an edible, and she said no. 
I said, “Well, let’s make 
cookies.” She’s a very good 
baker, and she made really 
good cookies—so, long 
story short, I did a mas¬ 
sive, heroic dose of can¬ 
nabis, okay? And you’ve all 
been there; you’ve done it. 
If you haven’t, you should 
do it once, because it took 
me way out there where 
some of us have been... 
some of us are still there. 
You get that perspective, 
and you go, “Holy shit. 

Life is about so much 
more than I thought it was 
about.” And then I came 
back, and I was different. 

I didn’t fear death—and 
it was about a week later 
that I was diagnosed with 
breast cancer. 

So I go through this 
experience, and I’m like, 
“Wait a minute—I’m a 
completely different per¬ 
son.” So I start looking for 
the spiritual stuff. I start 
reading about quantum 
physics, and my brain 
just, you know, exploded, 
and I started putting all 
this stuff together and 
realized that cannabis is 
just the start of the whole 
plant-medicine move¬ 
ment. There’s so much 
more. I studied astrology 
too, so—so... oh, I’m a

stoner, so I’ve forgotten 
your question. [Laughter] 
What was the question? 
Because there’s an ending 
here—I just need to know 
where to go. 

We were talking about 
manifesting your own 
destiny. 

Yes, absolutely. So when 
I was dealing with cancer, 

I realized that so much 
of it is what we manifest 
in our thoughts. I mean, 
every religion has this in 
it. Every spiritual practice 
understands this. And it’s 
just us getting back to 
that—and cannabis helps 
us. I could talk for days 
on that. 

I think we all want you to 
talk for days about that. 

I’m going to play music 
and talk about it. That’s 
the best way to really let 
it get in. 

Are you going to play “Ain’t 
That Bad” tonight? 

Oh my gosh... now I 
am, yeah. 

Because of the lyrics? 

My whole thing that I 


say about myself is: Speak 
the truth. I used to say 
that about being gay, but 
it applies to everything. 
When I came out and was 
able to talk about being 
gay and be the one to 
answer those questions, 

I realized how powerful 
that was. Ten years ago, I 
said: “I’m going to come 
out as a cannabis smoker, 
and I’m going to answer 
the questions.” So that’s 
how I have walked. 

“Ain’t That Bad” came 
about because I was 
recording with this rapper 
named Rockstar, and I 
said, “Here, try... I have 
a 'sunny stick,’ which is a 
honey stick. It’s amaz¬ 
ing.” We shared it, and 
he said, “What is that?” I 
said, “This is a Sunny Day 
Honey Stick.” And he kept 
saying, “What is that? 
That’s a sugar-pie honey¬ 
comb?” So the first lyric 
of the song is “I’ve got 
a sugar-pie honeycomb 
/ I’ve got a Sunny Day 
Honey Stick.” You’ve got to 
walk the walk, and you’ve 
got to tell the world what 
you’re doing. 

Tell us about your canna¬ 
bis-infused wine. 

In California, we are 
doing some crazy things. 
One of the things is infus¬ 
ing cannabis into wine. 

It’s something that they’ve 
been doing since biblical 
days. They found clay pots 
with cannabis and wine 
all together. They weren’t 
afraid of it like we are now. 

So this is something 
that’s been underground 
for quite a long time, and 
I thought, “This needs to 
be brought to the surface.” 
I’ve got some really great 
people who are working 
behind it and working 
step by step through the 
legal system, through the 
political system. 

Right now, it’s a 
medicine. It’s medicinal 
in California because it’s a 
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wine tincture—you can make 
a medicine with alcohol. It’s 
just a really expensive alcohol 
that we’re making the tincture 
out of. But it’s fabulous. It’s a 
lovely taste. I can’t wait until it 
comes to the world. 
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Have you ever grown your own 
weed? 

It is not easy at all. Grow¬ 
ers, oh, love, respect to you. 
[Cheers] You give such love, 
and when you partake of that 
strain, you can feel the love 
and the attention put into 
all those plants. But I’m not 
growing this year. I’m not 
there to grow. You have to be 
there every day. They’re like 
children. 

Do you prefer indica or 
sativa ? 

It depends. I’m indica at 
night. A little indica and it’s 
nighty-night, Melissa, you 
know? I’m sativa when I’m 
doing something. When I’m 
performing, it’s sativa ; when 
I’m writing, it’s sativa. But if 
I have to deal with my family, 
not sativa , because that’s 
like too much coffee. I like a 
hybrid during the day. 

What’s your favorite time to 
blaze? 

You know, my favorite time 
is when the kids are asleep, 
and you don’t have to worry 
about their lives anymore. 
They’re asleep. There’s my 
wife. There’s a bath. There’s 
some good music. Yeah, it’s 
about 8:20 every night—not 
4:20, but almost 9. 

How do you talk to your kids 
about marijuana? 

I’m very open about it. I 
have teenagers, 19 and 17, and 
I have two 9-year-old twins. 
Now the teenagers were about 
8, 9,10 when I was coming 
into the advocacy of this, 
when I really started saying, 
“Look, this is what I do, and 
I don’t want to be thought of 
as a criminal.” So I sat them 
down and I said, “Your mama 
smokes pot.” And it was kind 
of young for them for me to do 


that, but I was afraid someone 
else was going to talk to them. 

I believe that it can help 
so many young people if we 
really, really open up and 
stop being so afraid of it, of 
what it’s going to do to them, 
because it actually can help 
them so that they don’t turn 
to other drugs, and so we can 
get them off of Ritalin and 
these horrible speed things 
that we put them on. 

Now my 9-year-olds, 
they have known “Mama’s 
medicine” from day one. And 
it’s not for them to touch. It’s 
a grown-up thing, and it’s 
medicine. I have always called 
it “medicine.” 

Do you feel we’re progressing 
in regard to getting non-con¬ 
sumers involved in advocating 
for marijuana? 

All over the nation, you 
can see states having a real 
discussion about it. I mean, 
there’s still some of the ridicu¬ 
lous stuff: “It really makes 
you stupid,” that sort of thing. 
Yet there are more and more 
people stepping up and say¬ 
ing, “This is medicine.” This 
is a medicinal discussion that 
we’re having. 

So much of it has to do 
with our minds and all the 
things that are connected 
with plants and the earth 
and just a different way to 
think about it. So we, as a 
people, we are driving this 
change. It just takes people 
with patience and a sort of 
belief. I don’t know how many 
years it’s going to take, but 
I’ve always believed that if 
we just all start this, we’ve 
got to get there. And we 
have. I look back two years: 
Two years ago, it wasn’t this 
comfortable. I think we’re 
doing amazing things. What 
it’s going to take are people 
who don’t necessarily want 
to smoke, but really want to 
see a healthier family and a 
healthier country. We can do 
it. ^

subject Lighting for Yields 

FROM: Mak 

I'm planning on starting my own grow. I’ve grown 
before, but only one plant—but this time I plan 
to have eight and dedicate a small room in my 
home to the operation. I was wondering what your 
recommendation is for lighting that will get the big¬ 
gest yield in an indoor grow? Also, how long should 
I veg my plants before flowering them if I would like 
to yield a pound from each? 


Dear Mak, 

For the biggest yields, you must use high-intensity discharge 
(HID) lighting, such as metal halide (MH) or high-pressure 
sodium (HPS), which are the indoor grower’s choice for heavy 
harvests. I recommend the new ceramic metal halides if you 
want to get the most bang for your buck. 

But if you want to yield a pound per plant indoors while 
growing eight plants, you’ll need essentially one light per plant. 
In what you describe as a small room, I think it’s more realis¬ 
tic to aim for eight plants that will yield I pound total, mean¬ 
ing that each plant will ultimately yield 2 ounces. I recommend 
planting them in 5-gallon containers and vegetating them for 
five weeks before inducing flowering. 
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Danko Tip: One drop of liquid detergent per gallon of water works as a surfactant 
to help the nutrient solution penetrate soil and get to the plant roots. 



subject Micro-Grow 

from The Smoke Tree, a.k.a. Dopesmoke 

I’m starting a closet grow in a filing cabinet. 
It’s pretty big-about 6 feet tall and 2.5 
feet in diameter-and has four drawers. 

I’m going to remove everything inside 
but still make it look like a filing cabinet 
with the drawers appearing to be still in 
place. In this kind of setup, what’s a good 
soil mix to use for my plants? What kind of 
lighting should I install in the cabinet? And 
what kind of nutrients should I be using? 
I’m a sativa cat, but I kinda want short- 
to-medium-size, bushy-as-fuck plants 
with a lot of colas. I know that indicas are 
relatively smaller, so what would be a good 
strain to start off with? 

Dear Tree, 

Micro-growing is a great hobby as long 


as you keep a few things in mind. The 
most important factor in any grow space, 
but especially a small one, is environ¬ 
mental control. Heat builds up quickly 
and can destroy your plants in a short 
period of time. Ensuring air circulation 
is important in order to remove the hot, 
spent air and replenish the area with 
fresh, cool, C0 2 -rich air. 

Lighting for a micro-grow should take 
environmental conditions into account. 

If you don’t think you’ll be able to 
remove the heat generated by HID light¬ 
ing, then you should consider using LED 
(light-emitting diode) bulbs or compact 
fluorescent lights. 

As for the soil mix and nutrients, I rec¬ 
ommend going with the organic variet¬ 
ies available from your local nursery, as 
opposed to anything you can get at the 
hardware store or the low-cost big-box 


emporium. Mild, oxygenated compost tea 
is great for everyday feeding, along with 
the occasional supplement such as sea¬ 
bird or bat guano or liquid seaweed. 

As for strains, if you prefer sativas, 
don’t waste your time growing indica- 
dominant plants just because they may 
be easier to fit into your setup or take a 
few weeks less to mature. Indulge your¬ 
self and grow the variety that makes you 
happiest, the one you’d like to return to 
time and time again. For me it’s Straw¬ 
berry Cough or Guava Chem, but for you 
it may be something else entirely. Learn 
the strain and you’ll be able to train it 
into any shape you want it to grow in. 


subject No Leaves 
FROM: Mr. Ed 

I have a small plant going, but it has only 
minimal leaves growing off it. The plant is 
about 2 feet tall, with only four leaves on 
the main body and two small shoots com¬ 
ing off where I topped it. The two shoots 
have one leaf apiece, so that’s a total of six 
leaves altogether and the plant is maybe 
six weeks old. Do you have any tips on how 
I can get it growing more? 

Dear Ed, 

Without more information, I have to 
conclude that your plant isn’t receiv¬ 
ing enough light. Your six-week-old plant 
should have many more leaves on it by 
now, and the first culprit has to be a 
lack of lumens. Get your plant outdoors 
under the full sun, or indoors under a 
good grow light, or your marijuana-grow¬ 
ing experiment is destined for failure. 


subject Old Mother Plant 
from: KarenS. 


I was just given a mother plant in a 5-gallon 
bucket. The people who had her weren’t 
going to use her any more, I guess due to 
age. I took some cuttings from her, and 
they’re doing great. The mom is also doing 
much better now than when I got her, but 
I wonder how I can keep her around for a 
couple more years. She’s outside on the 
deck now and has been for three weeks. 


Dear Karen, 

If you want to hold on to this mother 
plant for an extended period of time,

away from floors and any other areas that might get wet. 


you’re going to have to bring it inside and keep it under a grow 
light of some kind. Mother plants must be kept in the vegeta¬ 
tive stage in order to prevent them from flowering; this way 
you can take clones from them anytime you want and have 
identical rooted plants to grow out and flower. 

My suggestion is to get yourself a 4’ x 4’ grow tent and a 
250- or 400-watt MH light, and keep the mother plant inside 
the tent under that light indefinitely. If you think an HID light 
would create too much heat for you, then get a compact fluo¬ 
rescent or LED light instead.

subject Transplant Shock 
from Patrick O. 

Should I transplant from a 5-gallon container into a 15-gallon pot? 

These are outside plants. Would it stress them out too much? 

Dear Patrick, 

The degree to which transplantation harms a plant depends 
on when the transplanting is done and how gently it’s accom¬ 
plished. Any transplanting should be done during the vegeta¬ 
tive stage of the plant’s growth—ideally in the final two to three 
weeks before flowering is induced—and not during the flower¬ 
ing stage. 

That’s because no matter how gently a plant is transplanted, 
it will take several days to a week for it to recover from the 
shock, and you can’t afford to lose this time during the flow¬ 
ering stage, when the plant is supposed to be using its energy 
to pack on buds. The only exception would be a heavily root- 
bound plant that absolutely must be transplanted during the 
flowering stage to save it, but this is a mistake that should have 
been avoided with an earlier transplant. 

For the best results, thoroughly water the plant in its origi¬ 
nal container to ensure that the soil and root ball stay together 
without crumbling apart. Prepare the new container with some 
of your planting mix, then gently remove the plant from the orig¬ 
inal pot. (I like to hold it by the trunk at the base and turn the 
entire pot upside down.) Place the plant into the new container 
and backfill the remaining mix around the outside. Water it in 
and fill any remaining gaps, keeping in mind that the plant may 
droop for a few hours before bouncing back strong.

SUBJECT: Oil Slick 
from: Fred G. 

I had a scale Infestation recently, so I used neem oil and fruit-tree 
spray (also 99% neem oil). I followed the directions carefully but still 
lost all of my fan leaves. Later, I rinsed the buds with water several 
times to rid them of the neem. It’s been two weeks since they were 
sprayed last, but I can still smell it. I’m hoping that letting them grow 
a bit longer will rid them of the neem (they need a couple more 
weeks anyway). If time doesn’t fix it, I guess I’ll make edibles? 

I started sterilizing my soil (to kill eggs) but discovered I wasn’t 
doing it long enough. Now I use a meat thermometer and cook 
the soil until it’s 190°F in the center. I use a big turkey-roasting pan, 
pack the soil (peat-based) down, and add 2 to 3 cups of water. I add 
organic nutrients and adjust the PH with dolomite later. The scale 
that was on my plants couldn’t be seen with the naked eye (tiny). 
They sure could ravage a plant, though. 

Another thing I’d like to point out to other noobs: I grew schwag 
for three years-not intentionally, but because I never had good 
genetics. I had seeds that came from good weed (I thought). The 
plants always looked healthy, but they weren’t potent. Then I 
bought some seeds from the Netherlands, and that set me back 
another year: They were the worst seeds ever and made me think 
(even more strongly) that I was doing something wrong. Eventually, 
I found one seed that was the key to everything. I’ve been cloning it 
ever since—it’s very, very good stuff! I should have never listened to 
the idiots on the forums: They like to blame everything on Miracle- 
Gro or whatever your soil or nutrient system is. I think I may plant 
one of my clones in Miracle-Gro just to see how good it comes 
out—I doubt it will be as tasty as my organic stuff, but I bet it won’t 
be bad! In my opinion, genetics are the most important thing. 

Dear Fred, 

Thanks for the tips on soil sterilizing and genetics—I agree 
on both counts! As for neem oil, the key is to rinse it off after 
using it, and it may take a few rinses to get it all off. The loss 
of your fan leaves is certainly unfortunate. I think if you try a 
more diluted formulation next time, you won’t have an issue 
with either losing leaves or lingering oil. 


subject Light Switch 
FROM: Matt 

I have a 600-watt HPS light that’s barely been used. I wanted to 
start some seeds for outdoors. Would it be okay to veg them using 
the HPS, or would that induce early flowering? 

Dear Matt, 

Yes, if necessary, you can vegetate plants under an HPS light. 
Experts usually recommend it for the flowering stage due to the 
spectrum, but your plants will remain in the vegetative stage as 
long as they receive more than 16 hours of light per day, regard¬ 
less of the light’s spectrum. Ideally, you would use MH light¬ 
ing during the vegetative stage because it more closely mimics 
the natural light in spring and summer. But flowering will only 
be induced by changing the light cycle to 12 hours on/12 hours 
off per day—unless you’re growing auto-flowering strains, of 
course. ^

4 tsp. cannabutter, melted 
2tsp. vanilla extract 
1 tsp. almond extract (optional) 

1 pinch salt 

1 cup very hot coffee 

2 oz. chopped dark chocolate (optional) 

In a blender, combine the chocolate chips, eggs, 
cannabutter, vanilla, almond extract and salt. 
Pulse a few times to break the chocolate chips 
into pieces. Remove the lid of the blender and 
pour in the hot coffee, continuing to blend at 
a low speed. Replace the lid and blend for two 
minutes, until the pudding is silky smooth. 

Next, pour the mixture into individual 
pudding bowls. Allow to set in the refrigerator 
for at least three hours. Before serving, top with 
chopped dark chocolate if desired. (To test the 
dosage, eat half a serving and wait four hours 
to fully assess your reaction to its strength and 
effects.) Cover the remaining bowls with plastic 
wrap and store in the refrigerator for up to five 
days. Serves four.

Hi Elastigirl, 

One experiment using the 
enzymes and chemicals 
central to digestion did find 
that CBD broke down to form 
some THC—but let’s not get 
too freaked out yet. If this 
phenomenon actually occurs 
in humans, then children 
who need CBD medication to 


control seizures or other ail¬ 
ments would still be exposed 
to only small amounts 
of THC. Any sedating or 
disorienting effects would 
cause few problems, as long 
as the doses were taken in 
the evening before bed. The 
little tykes could also use a 
vaporizer with a standardized 
dose, too. 



What is it about today’s plants 
that lead to more THC? I mean, 
a stem is still a stem, and a bud 
is still a bud.

Most THC is found in the 
resin heads of the plant’s 
glandular trichomes, which 
are bigger depending on the 
strain’s potency. Indeed, the 
diameter of these heads in a 
high-THC strain is often 50 
percent larger than those in 
industrial hemp or a low-THC 
strain. ^

by a Hall of Fame player, one of the 
greatest to ever play the game—I 
saw he didn’t have a problem with 
marijuana, and it didn’t affect him 
badly one way or another. I knew 
right away that cannabis could be 
there for me, too. 

Cannabis has great benefit in 
dealing with your body. I’ve found, 
since being completely away from 
opiates, that I can deal with my 
problems; I can deal with my pain, 
it’s no longer an issue of trying to 
mask it or take it away. I’m able to 
accept what I’ve done to myself 
and wear it as a badge of honor, 
because it was quite an accom¬ 
plishment. I don’t think I’d be able 
to do that psychologically if I didn’t 
find what I’ve found in canna¬ 
bis, with a strain that allows me to 
be completely clear—Jack Herer. 

I’ve found these sativa -dominant 
hybrid strains to be really medic¬ 
inal as far as dealing with anxiety. 
Jack Herer and Dutch Treat, I com¬ 
pare to psych medications. My 
health is as good as it’s been in a 
long time. I have orthopedic issues, 
but I don’t think that pain ever goes 
away, no matter what you’re using. 

It’s almost two years since I quit 
opiates. These pills change your 
personality, change your brain. I 
haven’t had one suicidal thought 
or episode, which were frequent at 
times, and I’m no longer depressed. 
Using cannabis was a night-and- 
day difference. As I freed myself, I 
came to realize: “Holy shit! These 
pills really were as big if not a big¬ 
ger part of the problem.” 

I played 109 games in the NFL, 
but many practices are harder 
than games. Training camp’s 
harder than games—you run more 
plays in training camp than you do 
the entire season. It’s these sub- 
concussive blows that go unno¬ 
ticed constantly. People don’t take 
into account that they build up 
over time into this disease, CTE. 

A year and a half ago, I was diag¬ 
nosed with pre-onset Alzheimer’s 
and dementia. Since getting off all 
those opiates, my cognitive func¬ 
tion and memory is firing like it’s 
not fired in six years. 

I’m tired of trying to answer 
the question “Why do you think 


cannabis is illegal?” I use canna¬ 
bis. That’s all I use. I don’t take aspi¬ 
rin; I don’t take Aleve; I don’t take 
anything. I use cannabis. You can’t 
look for an answer in a pill. If you 
have two arms and two legs, your 
answer lies inside your body that 
gets up every day and moves. You 
have to figure out what works for 
you, how to get your life back. Can¬ 
nabis is a component in centering 
yourself, in finding yourself again. 
It’s allowed me to get back to being 
who I am. 

We’ve created this game that’s 
so dependent on money that it for¬ 
goes giving good information to 
players at the potential expense 
or liability of affecting that bot¬ 
tom line. 

We had an economic crash a 
few years ago that wiped out an 
entire class of NFL players who’d 
retired. The rug was pulled out. So 
on top of having to deal with that, 
maybe you’ve got a brain injury 
on track to be dementia or early- 
onset Alzheimer’s. Talk to any 
player, and these things are hap¬ 
pening. They’re sitting around 
at times contemplating suicide. 
They’re sitting around depressed 
constantly and having rage out¬ 
bursts. It happens over and over 
again, and it doesn’t need to hap¬ 
pen, because the medicine in can¬ 
nabis deals with that. It allows 
you to deal with your emotions; it 
gives you your vigor back, and the 
pause and calm you need to ana¬ 
lyze what’s happening in front of 
you and not have these on-the- 
field dementia flashbacks. 

I don’t regret anything about 
my career, but I do regret listen¬ 
ing to the doctors. They didn’t give 
a shit about me, and I should have 
known better. I shouldn’t have lis¬ 
tened to them or the coaches who 
tried to prod me to get back out 
there. I had major concussions and 
a serious back injury, but I listened 
to people who didn’t have a vested 
interest in my career. 

We have no medications in 
Western medicine that stop the 
progression of Alzheimer’s or 
address brain injuries. But there’s 
cannabis. Let’s implement new 
protocols in dealing with these 
injuries. The knowledge is there, 
and the NFL has enough money 
to lead. ^

A nti-pot crusaders understand that 
the legalization of cannabis is far 
more likely than not these days. 
They recognize that they probably won’t 
succeed in beating back the many efforts 
nationwide to reform our marijuana 
laws. Recent polls show that nearly 60 
percent of the public is in favor of ending 
pot prohibition once and for all. 

However, cannabis-law reformers 
shouldn’t declare victory quite yet: Even 
in the recreational states like Colorado, 
Washington and Oregon, efforts are 
being made to seriously restrict con¬ 
sumer choice and create legal hazards for 
producers and sellers. 

The anti-pot forces are now focusing 
their efforts on a two-pronged approach. 
The first is a push to limit the THC 
potency of all cannabis products to 15 
percent. The effect on the cannabis 
industry would be severe: Currently, 
almost every salve, edible, hash, oil, con¬ 
centrate and even many botanicals have 
a potency that is considerably higher 
than 15 percent. According to states that 
maintain regulatory and taxation data, 
there’s a strong consumer demand for 
high-potency cannabis products. 

The second prong in the new attack 


by the anti-pot crusaders is their pursuit 
of an extremely misleading and unsci¬ 
entific warning label on all cannabis- 
related products: “Marijuana causes 
permanent brain damage.” Such absurd 
labeling would set the cannabis industry 
up to be henpecked to death by lawsuits. 

If these ideas become politically 
viable, marijuana consumers and the 
cannabis industry must work together 
to oppose such backdoor efforts to both 


impugn cannabis products and severely 
limit consumer choice. Our community 
has fought too hard to see our political 
victories squandered by inattentiveness. 

So even as cannabis-law reformers 
look forward to more victories this fall, 
a united cannabis industry remains of 
paramount importance. We must con¬ 
tinually check the rear-view mirror to 
make sure that anti-marijuana organiza¬ 
tions stay off our bumper. ^ 


FREEDOM FIGHTER 
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El Paso Hero 

Two cancer deaths in his 
family drive the passionate 
activism of Colt DeMorris. 

In 2009, Colt DeMorris lost his 
mother to a long and painful battle 
with cancer. Living in Texas with no 
access to medical marijuana, Colt’s 
mom was forced to depend on a 
cocktail of pharmaceutical drugs that 
greatly depreciated her quality of life. 

Shortly after her passing, Colt 
decided that he would use his moth¬ 
er’s experience to educate as many 
people as possible about the need 
for medical marijuana. He started 
the Facebook page “Cannabis Users 
United,” which quickly drew more

than 11,000 followers. During 
this time, Colt realized 
there was no prominent 
pro-marijuana organiza¬ 
tion operating in the El 
Paso area. So he formed El 
Paso NORML and was chosen 
as the organization’s first executive 
director. 

Colt’s activism is focused on 
securing safe access for all patients, 
fighting to end the criminal penal¬ 
ties for use or possession, and 
promoting the economic benefits 
that follow legalization. 

As executive director of El 
Paso NORML, he forged a close 
working relationship with his 
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state representative, Joe 
Moody. Together, they 
have worked tirelessly to 
reform marijuana laws 
in Texas. 

Colt’s relationship with 
the state legislator began after 
he took a copy of Washington, DC’s 
decriminalization bill to a meeting 
with Moody. “I have an idea,” he 
said. “If this is good enough for our 
nation’s capital, it’s good enough 
for Texas.” That meeting was the 
inspiration for Moody’s decrimi¬ 
nalization bill, which many Texans 
consider their first and best shot at 
marijuana-law reform thus far. 

Sadly, Colt’s wife, Toni DeMorris, 
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lost her battle with a very aggres¬ 
sive form of cervical cancer earlier 
this year. As with his mother’s 
death, Toni’s passing is another 
powerful motivation for Colt to 
keep up the fight. The topic is 
always at the forefront of his activ¬ 
ism, and he discusses it feely with 
supporters and opponents alike. 

“Texans are ready for sensible 
cannabis-law reform and have been 
for some time,” Colt says. “We have 
dedicated advocates and activists 
across Texas working hard and 
diligently to end cannabis prohibi¬ 
tion in the state. Thanks to all of 
those working so hard, Texas will 
not be last!”

and they’re giving back to the 
patients. They bring a lot of 
awareness about cannabis to 
their music. 

You’ve started your own prod¬ 
uct line, Mally Elite. Tell us 
about it. 

Well, CHR is a dispensary 


located in Los Angeles. It’s 
been around for a while. Mike 
and Trinity worked hard to 
create that company for the 
patients. 

I met them at a conven¬ 
tion, and we just kind of clicked. 
They decided to go with me 
because of my network and my 
Rolodex, as far as me being a 
producer, not just an artist. We 
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came up with Mally Elite, the 
brand, because the urban com¬ 
munity and a lot of the hip-hop 
and music world are involved in 
cannabis. 

Mike, our CEO, decided on 
the name Mally Elite; then he 
named a strain MnM Cookies. 
We just ran with it, and it snow¬ 
balled. So we kept pushing it. 

I work with everybody, and I 
can bring everyone to the table.

We got Sean Kings¬ 
ton, Soulja Boy-all the real life¬ 
style artists of the cannabis 
community are supporting it. 

MnM Cookies seems to 
have become a highly prized 
strain. 

Thanks to our grower, and I 
won’t disclose his name here 
because somebody will try to 
steal him from us. I’ll just tell 
you this: He’s a pretty white 


boy. He takes pride in the prod¬ 
uct like a five-star chef. 

It’s a hybrid strain, but we 
got a couple of secrets we 
can’t tell you guys about just 
yet. 

□ ur CEO Mike is serious 
about the whole operation 
from start to finish. From the 
employees to customer service 
to patient awareness, we make 
sure that we do everything 
by the book, 100 percent. But 
we’re all partners-we all make 
it happen. 

What’s your ultimate goal 
now? 

We want to give back to the 
patients, number one-give 
them the best product, the 
best quality. A lot of people 
use chemicals and push their 
product too fast. Our number- 
two goal is to be number one, 
right? 


With MnM Cookies, I’m very 
shocked and surprised: I knew 
it was gonna do good, but I lit¬ 
erally have people calling me 
from London. The Green House 
in Amsterdam is calling, ask¬ 
ing: “How do we get this here in 
a legitimate way? Let’s legally 
figure out how we can do this.” 
We got people from all over the 
world. They just love the strain. 

Has your expertise in the 
music industry translated 
into success in this one? 

I’ve produced music since I 
was 16-1 worked on Tupac’s 
stuff, I worked with Drake, then 
I worked with Tyga. It snow¬ 
balled into working with every¬ 
body from Lil Wayne to Justin 


Bieber. Now I’m crossing over 
into the EDM world. 

We know that a lot of art¬ 
ists love to smoke, and a lot 
of rock stars love to smoke. 

It helps us create in the stu¬ 
dio; it opens our mind and 
relaxes us. It helps open those 
vibes and create new waves 
of energy while you create 
music. It makes the music bet¬ 
ter, it makes it more organie- 
it just makes it flow better. And 
the cannabis community defi¬ 
nitely helps the music too. It’s 
just those good vibes, those 
great vibes-that’s what peo¬ 
ple wanna hear.
